CHICAGO, 
THE FOURTH CONGRESSIONAL. 

The campaign on the North Side hasn’t 
begun to get warm yet. The Congressional 
Committees have had no meetings, and there 
has been very little talk as to the probable 
date of the conventions, except that the Re- 
publican will most likely be held some time 
in September. The aspirants on both sides 
bave dene and are still doing considerable 
work in their way, but it is a quiet way, and 
causes little or no commotion on the surtace. 
Nobody is hunting with a brass band. 

Despite some recent rumors, itis pretty 
clear to everybody who has looked into the 
matter that there are only two real candi- 
dates in the field on the Republican side, 
and that the canvass is not of such a nature 
as to make it possible for any dark horse“ 
combination to come in and snatch the vie- 
tory. The two candidates are Gen. H. II. 
Thomas, Speaker of the llouse in the last 
General Assembly, and the Hon. George 
E. Adams, present Senator from the Sixth 
District. Although the canvass they are 
making is a more or less interesting 
one, it has in it none of 
the elements of bitter, unrelenting warfare 
engendered by the average Congressional 
contest. It might be said, in fact, to pa:itake 
largely of the nature of a gentlemen’s cam- 
paign ’’—a rarity, as things go, and une upon 
which thetwo aspirants deserve to be con- 
gratulated. One or the other of them is 
morally certain to be nominated, and when 
the contest for the nowination is ended the 
loser will support the winner, and there will 
be no wounds to heal and no sores to plaster 
over. 

The convention, on the basis of one dele- 
gate for every 200 Garfield votes and one 
additional for every 100 votes or more, will 
consist of seventy-fiye delegates. This is 
the usual basis, and is likely to be adopted 
this time. Thirty-eight votes will be neces- 
sary to nominate. The Fifteenth Wara will 
be entitled to eleven delegatés, the Sixteenth 
to ten, the Seventeenth to eight, and the 
Eighteenth to fifieen, The remaining thirty- 
one delegates will come from the country 
towns, of which Evanston will be entitled to 
five, Lake View to four, Jefferson and Cicero 
to three each, Maine, Pulatine, and Proviso 
to two each, and the remaining ten to one 
apiece. 

SENATOR ADAMS 

lives in the Fifteenth Ward and his residence 
there is of course a big point in his favor. 
His friends have rallied to his support and 
have no question but that he will get the dele- 
gation. The chances are that he will, 
alihough Gen, Thomas is not without a 
strong following in the ward, who will not 
by any means allow it to go by default. The 
anti-Folz element, or a part ot it, is for 
Adams, and another part, headed by Peter 
Buschwa . for Thomas, Curiously 
enough, the Folz following is also for 
Adams. Of late years a contest in 
the Fifteenth Ward generally means war to 
the knife between the Folz and the anti- 
Folz people. Whether it will take this 
shape in the Congressional contest, or 
whether the fires will be allowed to slumber 
until they are poked into a flame over the 
nominations for county offices, nobody seems 
to know. If it is to be Folz and anti-Folz 
now, the anti-Folz element may need to be 
fused if it hopes for another scoop.“ As 
part of that element is on the Adams and 
part on the Thomas side, harmony on the 
basis of a divided delegation may prove to 

necessary. ‘The Adams anti-Folz 
element an the Adams Folz ele- 
ment will mingle about as successfully 
as oil and water. Each, in the case of 
a victory over the Thomas forces, would in- 
sist on naming the delegation. The Adams 
anti-Folz element would name an Adams 
deiegation. What the others would do is 
perhaps unnecessary to state. Their delega- 
tion might be for Adams, but Fifteenth 
Ward puvlitics are a science, and there are 
possible contingencies in which it might be 
tor—Folz. Senator Adams’ friends are ver 
confident of his ability to carry the ward, 
however, and, while the Thomas forces are 


-raising their umbrellas to caich the drops, 


the indications rather point to dry weather 
and unclouded Adams skies. 

Both sides put in a claim tothe Sixteenth, 
but the Thomas claim isa little more specific, 
and, therefore, stronger. The Thomas side 
has the larger number of influential work- 
ers, from whatcan be learned, and the man- 
ner of their work shows that they are veter- 
ans in their line. In a general way the same 
may be said of the Seventeenth, although 
Senator Adams has recently developed some 
unexpected strength in that quarter, and has 
some of the liveliest political “rustlers” of 
the ward on his side. 

THE EIGHTEENTH IS GEN. THOMAS’ HOME, 
and the chances are that he will carry it, as 
Senator Adams will carry his home ward, 
the Fifteenth. But he will not have a walk- 
away. Senator Adams formerly lived in the 
ward, and some of its most influential resi- 
dents are numbered among his warmest per- 
sonal friends. He will give his antagonista 
lively bat good-natured contest for the 
supremacy, and, according to the general 
understanding of the situation. will have 
what is known as the Hesing influence on 
his side. Gen. Thomas is particularly strong 
with the ward club, however, with the soldier 
element in and out of the club, and has been 
agreeably surprised of late by accessions of 
strength from an element on which he had 
not greatly counted—viz.: the young Repub- 
licaus. While the contest will be an ani- 
mated one, the elements of success seem to 
be with the Thomas forces, and if there is 
any slip they will simply have been badly 
fooled. There is small likelihood of a slip. 
Gen. Thomas will in all probability carry the 
ward, and carry it by a handsome majority. 
All four of the city wards together can 
nominate; no two nor no three can. Neither 
candidate being likely to get all of them, the 
country towns wust make up the necessary 
votes. Evanston and Lake View are desir- 
able factors, and the others are not to be 
despised. The canvass is too young as yet 
to justify any predictions as to just where 
and how the rural population will divide. 
THE DEMOCRATS 


are making very little stir on the North Side, 
but for al] that it is pretty well understood 
that Judge Tree, backed by the lavender and 
rosewater element of the aristocratic East 
End, and ex-Mayor Henry D. Colvin, sup 
ported by the unwashed but more numerous 
denizens of other poruous of the ward, are 
in the field, with the chances in favor of the 
unwashed coming out ahead. With a 
publican majority of nearly 5,000 to buck 
aguinst, the spirit of self- martyrdom must be 
strongly developed on the North Side.

It may be said 
that those engaged in the traffic in liquor 
aid largely to the support of the General 
yovernment. So does every citizen by way 
of indirect taxation. | venture the assertion 
that the dry-goods firms in Cincinnati, by 
tariffs upon their im goods and other 
indirect taxation, paid as largely to the sup- 
port of the National Government as. did the 
brewers.” 

In speaking of the inequality of taxation, 
the amount of taxes paid by liquor-dealers 
in Athens County were cited. In that county 
there are sixty-two persons engaged in the 
liquor traffic. In 1881 these sixty-two saloon- 
keepers paid $245 in taxes upon this busi- 
ness. At the same time the same number of 
persons engaged in other business producing 
about an equal amount of profit paid taxes 
amounting to $2,673.28. Anequal number of 
workingmen y ho owned the houses in which 
they lived pai taxes amounting to $1,273.60. 

It is clearly apparent that the Republicans 
will push these and similar figures under the 
nose of every voter in Ohio, that the farmer, 
the mechanic, the merchant, and the 
artisan may be made to understand 
why their taxes are so high. A tax 
law similar to the Pond bill would 
not only result in the closing up of the low 
doggeries, but would also bring in a revenue 
of not less than $5,000,000 annually, result 
ing in lessening the taxes now paid by farm- 
ers and mechanics just that much. And to 
evade such a tax and to escape all responsi- 
bility, and leave those engaged in other busi- 
ness to support the asylums and infirmaries, 
as they have done for over thirty years, the 
Liquor-Dealers’ Association has made a

James H. Nixon, 
his opponent, a nephew of Judge Nixon, of 
the United States District Court, the most 
prominent lawyer in Cumberland County, 
has not allowed any grass to grow under his 
feet since he announced his candidacy. He 
has been running from one side of the dis- 
trict to the other, night and day, and has 
made hosts of friends, while the portly ex- 
Secretary of the Navy has contented himself 
with visiting the district about three times 
— the Sem began. The wirepulling has 
been done his henchmen while he re- 
mained at Washington to engineer his pet 
monitor job through Congress. Nixon's 
friends are contideut of success and have 
Cape May and Cumberland Counties solid, 
but express fears that Robeson’s lieutenants 
will manipulate the primary election boards. 
In the convention each ward and town in the 
district will be represented by five delegates, 
who will be entitled but to one vote, which 
will be cast by the Chairman of that delega- 
tion, so that, if a delegation be composed of 
three Robeson and two Nixon men, Robeson 
will get the vote of that delegation. ‘The dis- 
trict, which comprises the Counties of Cam- 
den, Gloucester, Cumberland, Salem, and 
Cape May, is Republican by from 2,000 to

Attorney-General Brewster to Add 
a Speech to the Star- 
Route Trial. 


Statement that He Has Daily Super- 
vised and Directed the 
Prosecution. 
judge Wylie Already Making Wry Faces 
Over the Length of the 
Harangues.

STAR ROUTES. 
THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL TO MAKE A 
SPEECH. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 15.—It has been 
arranged that Attorney-General Brewster 
shall address the court and jury on behali of 
the Government betore the star-route trial 
closes. The defense at first objected to this, 
upon the ground that it was unusual for the 
Attorney-General to appear in court in crim- 
inal cases, and that for him to do so in this 
particular case, in view of the fact that he 
had not hitherto been prominent in it, would 
be unfair, because his appearance would be 
calculated to prejudice the minds of the jury 
against the defendants. It is true that it is 
unusual for the Attorney-General to appear in 
criminal cases on behalf of the Governmen 
but while the star-route case is exceptiona 
in the character and degree of crime in- 
volved, there are circumstances that make 
exceptional also the relations which Attor- 
ney-General Brewster sustains towards it. 
Before assuming the office of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Mr. Brewster appeared as counsel for 
the Government, and when tendered his 
present position this relation to the star- 
route trial was fully discussed by the Pres- 
ident and Mr. Brewster declared that it was 
of first importance that this case should be 
vigorously prosecuted; that nothing should 
be done nor left undone that would in the 
slightest degree reflect upon the sincerity of 
the prosecution, and ‘that, in accepting the 
office of Attorney-Gieneral, he did not desire 
to relinquish active association with the 
Government’s counsel; but, on the contrary, 
would feel it to be his duty to use the Attor- 
ney-General’s office to push the trial toa 
speedy and successful termination. The 
President fully approved Mr. Brewster's 
views in this regard, and said to that gentle- 
man that he would be pleased if the At- 
torney-General would, in addition to 
his numerous duties, continue to direct the 
conduct of the star-route trial. When Mr. 
Brewster becaine Attorney-General, because 
of President Garfield’s sickness there had 
been in all departments of the Governinent 
a hiatus of nearly three months, and in this 
period a large amount of business had accu- 
mulated. ‘his unavoidable accumulation of 
business, together with the Guiteau trial, 
made it impossible for the Attorney-General 
to devote as much time as he otherwise 
would have done to the star-route trial; but, 
by working far into the night, he has 
managed to keep fully informed as to 
all its details. When he became Attorney- 
General, Mr. Brewster at once set about re- 


organizing the case, and this he deemed nec- } 


essary, because he plainly saw that his own 
services would in the future be advisory and 
that a proper representation of the people 
must depend on those whom he might se- 
lect. Fully realizing his own peculiar re- 
sponsibility to this case, Mr. Brewster after 
careful consideration determined to reor- 
ganize the forees of the Government. In 
Mr. Bliss, who had been his associate, the 
Attorney-General had the man he wanted 
to direct the casei Mr. Ker, of Philadelphia, 
was selected to draw the indictments, be- 
cause he is acknowledged to be exceedingly 
skillful in the preparation of these important 
preliminary papers, and, being a Democrat, 
it could not be charged that in the event of 
a flaw in the indictments any responsibility 
could properly attach to the Executive De- 
partment. In fact Mr. Brewster determined 
at the outset that while nothing should be 
left undone from a professional standpoint 
to secure conviction nothing should be done 
that would justify a suspicion that the Presi- 
dent was not in earnest in the 
prosecution of this case. In look- 
ing for a man to supply 
his own place on the side of the Government, 
Mr. Brewster wisely selected Mr. Merrick, 
of this city. Mr. Merrick isan eminent law- 
yer, standing at the head of the bar of Wash- 
ington and Baltimore. His ability and in- 
tegrity are acknowledged by men of all par- 
ties, and, being a Democrat, he was selected 
for the same reasons that Mr. Kerr was 
selected. With his forces thus organized 
the Attorney-General directed the plan o 
action, and at the close of each day met his 
chosen subordinates in counsel, went 
over the testimony with them, 
and prepared, after full discussion, the 
line of procedure for the following day. Thus 
it will be seen that the Government, as rep- 
resented by the Attorney-General, has not 
been neglectful or indifferent, but, on the 
contrary, has acted with an earnestness of 
purpose that cannot be misunderstood. It is 
on accountof the circumstances herein ex- 
plained that the Attorney-General, with the 
fullapproval of the President, will appear 
before the courtin the star-route trial. In

McDonald and Julius Johnson, of the fsh- 
ing schooner Restiess, who were lost in the 
fog while attending trawls on the banks 
July 3, and whose friends had long since 
given them up as lost, arrived home last 
night by steamer.

- OBITUARY. 


Arvine C. Wales. 
Weekly American. Massilion, 0. 

The Hon. Arvine Chaffee Wales died at his 
country residence, known as “Spring Hill,” 
near Massillon, on Wednesday, July 26, 1882, 
aged 55 years. 

The death of this estimable gentleman and 
worthy citizen has left a void in our social, 
literary, and business circles which will be 
hard to fill, His early death is a public 
calamity, as well as a great private and so- 
cial bereavement. His life is the history of 
Massillon, with wnose growth and prosperity 
he has always been associated and identified. 

Mr. Wales was the son of the late Arvine 

Wales, and was born in Massillon ou the 2d 
day of May, 1827. His mother was Ann Foote, 
widow of Pomeroy Baldwin, of IIudson, and 
grandmother of the Baldwin boys, of Mas- 
sillon. Her husband dying in 1817, she mar- 
ried Arvine Wales in 1825, and died in Sep- 
tember, 1828. In 1833 he married Mrs. 
Shepherdson, the mother of Mrs. I. A. 
Teller and Mrs. Samuel Pease. He died Jan. 
1, 1854, and she in September of the same 
year. To his stepmother Mr. Wales owed 
much of the refinement, the culture, and the 
capacity for usefulness that he acquired, for 
she was always ambitious for him, did a real 
mother’s part, and to no little extent was in- 
strumental in raising the money took 
him through Woodward and Harvard Col- 
leges. Before his marriage Mrs. Teller kept 
house for him, and with such grace and 
hospitality, and with such a devotion to 
him always, that to intimate friends the days 
of the elder Mr. Wales were recalled, and 
the charm and hospitality of “Spring Hill” 
went right along as if there had been no 
change by death. 

Mr. Wales received his higher education at 
Woodward College, Cincinnati, in the years 
1844-"45-'46, then read law and was admitted 
to the bar in Cleveland in 1848; graduated at 
Harvard Law-School in 1849, and at once en- 
tered upon a successful practice of law. 
While at Harvard he had as classmates 
Justice Gray of the United States Supreme 
Court, the Hon. George F. Hoar, United 
States Senator from Massachusetts, and the 
Hon. Dorman B. Eaton. Mr. W 


ales soon 
rose to the first rank as a lawyer in this 
county, the bar at that time numbering many 
eminent legal minds. Mr, Wales abandoned 
the law in 184 on the death of his father 
which Drought him into the possession an 

care of a large estate—the old homestead near 
this city, containing nearly 1,000 acres of the 
best farming land in Sterk County. He kept 
abreast of the theory and art of farming 
while conducting successfully and practically 
this immense estate, and was an occasional 
contributor to many leading agricultural and 
scientific journals. His library of law books 
and general miscellany is one of the best 
and most complete in the country. He had 
been President of the Stark County Agri- 
cultural Society for several years, az om 
i879 until his death was a memb che 
State Board of Agriculture, Wb. „ was 
instrumental in establishing the crop reports, 
farmers’ institutes, and other progressive 
work of the board. 

Mr. Wales, like his father, wasa great 
friend of education, and himself collected 
the money with which the first Union School 
of Ohio. was built—the old Union Schooi of 
Massillon: and for twenty-eight years had 
been a director and treasurer of the *Chari- 
ty School.“ 

Mr. Wales was elected to the State Senate 
in 1870, filling the unexpired term of Gen. 
Potts, and was reéletted a member of the 
Sixtieth Assembly, serving his district in the 
Senate in 1871-’72, and was prominent in edu- 
cational, agricultural, and railway legisla- 
tion. In 1873 he was a prominent candidate 
fot the Republican nomination for Congress, 
and in 1875 was prominently mentioned for 
Lieutenant-Governor, many delegates to the 
State Convention being instructed for him. 

He married Dec. W., 1864, Mrs. Eliza Kob- 
inson, daughter of Martin Weimer, of Mar- 
shaliville, O., by whom he had three chil- 
dren, all living—Nellie, Arvine, and Horatio 
Watson Wales. The marriage was a most 
happy one in all respects; the devotion of 
Mr. Wales to his family is a fact well known 
here. Under Mrs. Wales’ management Spring 
Hill has lost none of its attractions, and that 
she gnd ber children will preserve all the 
be. „ and fame of the place made for it by 
the father and grandfather those uno have 
known it so song and pleasantly will most 
surely hope. 

Mr. Wales was a man of marked ability, of 
wide influence, of the highest purity and 
integrity, and withal a most courteous gen- 
tleman of unassuming modesty. His home 
was one of the most inviting and hospitable 
in the county. Those who were frequently 
at his fireside—the Steeses, the Watsons, the 
Peases, the Medills, the Folgers, the Bald- 
wins, the Lesters, and many others—will 
miss the hand that was always so cordial, 
and the voice and mind that were always so 
entertaining. His fund of information and 
of anecdote was simply inexhaustible, and 
his brilliancy and ease of speech so great 
that others were pleased to listen while he 
talked. It was not easy for him to make 
— pe but once made a friendship waa 
never forgotten. His attachments not to 
persons only but to things also was very 
strong, every foot of his land, every book in 
his large and well selected library, and every 
animal on his place being next to sacred in 
his eyes. He himself and those interest- 
ed in him always looked upon the po- 
litical part of his life as his mistake. It 
shattered his health, took him from home, 
obliged him to say hard things of opponents, 
and to have the most cruel and untruthful 
things said of him. Such a life was not nat- 
ural to him, and the effort to train him for it 
stopped none too soon. 

One of Mr. Wales’ generous acts, of which 
we have learned since his death and which is 
known to but few of our readers, was his 
acting as guardian for Collins, Frank L., and 
Pomeroy Baldwin (children cf his balf- 
brother Pomeroy) for over twelve Roots, and 
saving for them quite an estate in Cleveland, 
and at the settlement refusing to take any 
compensation whatever. During this time, 
out of his own and other means, he ad- 
vanced to Mr. Frank L. Baldwin about 
82.000 to enable him to graduate from Yale 
College and acquire his legal education, a 
kindness for which we may say Mr. Baldwin 
has ever been grateful, and which made, 
possibly, the beginning of the long and very 
close intimacy that has ever since been kept 
up between them. 

Mr. Wales’ last ilmess was long and pain- 
ful, superinduced by a sunstroke in the har- 
vest field over a year ago. During the past 
two months he has been confined to his bed. 
The funeral last Friday afternoon was one 
of the largest that has ever been seen in our 
city, all the business places being closed as 
a mark of respect. The Rev. Dr. Bailey con- 
ducted the religious services. 

Among the distinguished persons at the 
funeral from a distance were all of the mem- 
bers of the State Board of Agriculture, to- 
gether with the Secretary and Assistant, and 
the Hon. L. B. Wing, of Newark, a former 
President of the board ; Congressman Mckin- 
ley and wife; Norman C. Baldwin, of Cleve- 
land, abrother of Mr. Wales’ mother’s first 
husband, aged 80 years; Miller u. Spangler 
and wife; Schuyler and Kdward Oviatt, and 
Mrs. and Justin Dimmick, of Tallmadge, O.

Died Aug. 15, at the residence of her 
daughter, Mrs. Charles Hitchcock, in Ken- 

wood, Mrs, Julia McClure, aged 73 years. 
Mrs. McClure with her husband moved to 
the Westin 1837. The change was made in 
the hope of benefiting Mr. McClure’s health. 
They invested the considerable property 
which they had brought with them in a farm 
in Lake County, about six miles from Wau- 
kegan. Mr. McClure died three 
years after, leaving Mrs. McClure 
with a family of five children, and, 
as farming had proved an unsuccessful 
experiment, with very limited means she 
came to Chicago, and by her untiring indus- 
try and wonderful executive ability succeed- 
ed in bringing up her family in comfort and 
educating her children, and with all her 
cares she found means to assist many others 
who were even less fortunate than herself. 
She was a woman of exceptionally stiong 
character, absolutely fearless, never flinch- 
ing from duty, but with indomitable resolu- 
, doing everything thoroughly and 
conscientiously. Her mind was act 
ive and her intellect of high 
order. She kept up her reading and study, 
and even literary work, until the last years

The High Joint Committee of the Board of 
Trade to whom is delegated the task of de- 
termining the actual value of No. 2 spring 
wheat on the last day of July 
resumed its sessions yesterday  aft- 
ernoon promptly at 3 o’clock. 
and the Chairman announced the ruling of 
the committee on the point raised by Mr. 
Wright as to whether they had modified 
their former ruling, and stated that the rec- 
ord showed their rulings to be consistent, 
and they would now hold that the question 
should be ruled out unless modified, 

The question under discussion was. Do 
you not know or believe, or have you not 
had reason to know or believe that a corner 
has been gotten up in No. 2 spring wheat fur 
July delivery?” Mr. Wright took excep- 
tion to the ruling, and continued the examin- 
ation of Mr. A. W. Green, as follows: 

„Po you know, or have you not had rea- 
son to know. thata corner has been gotten 
up in No, 2 spring wheat for July delivery?“ 

This question was objected to by Mr. 
Brine as indefinit, that the word “corner” 
does not appear in the rules of the Board of 
Trade, and no definition has ever been given 
it. The committee sustained the objection, 
and Mr. Wright took an exception. e then 
asked the witnessif he did not understand 
the question, and the question was ruled

out. 

Mr. Wright asked the witness if he dia not 
know, or had not had reason to know that 
the market for July wheat was manipulataéd. 
The witness answered that he did not, and 
made the same answer asto whether he 
knew of combinations having been made for 
the purpose of raising the price above its 
legitimate value. 

te Have you had any reason to believe that 
a wanipulation has taken place in No. 2 
spring wheat for July delivery, or that par-

A controversy then arose as to the witness’ 
former statement, and on reference to the 
record it was found that the witness had 
testified that he had knowledge from 
hearsay. Mr. Wright then asked the 
witness what was the source of his 
knowledge, and he answered com- 
mon rumor and report. The question 
was then asked whether the witness had 
knowledge derived from his own books that 
led him to the conclusion that there was a 
corner in July wheat or in the manipulation. 

Mr. Brine objected to the word corner,“ 
and the obiection was sustained, 

Mr. Wright took exception to the ruling, 
and asked the same question, omitting the 
word corner.“ The witness answered, I 
have not.“ 

The witness, in answer to a question, said 
he thought he had stated all the facts and 
circumstances which had come under his ob- 
servation showing or tending to show any- 
thing in regara to a manipulation in the mar- 
ket for July wheat. 

„Do you know it to be true that on the 
Board of Trade it was recognized as a fact 
that there was a manipulation of the July 
wheat deal?” 

Objected to; objection sustained, and Mr. 
Wright excepted. 

“Have you knowledge or information as 
to who the parties were that bought mest of 
the wheat that was bought and deliverable 
for July delivery?“ 

The committee ruled that the witness 
should state only from his own knowledge. J 

The witness answered, 'I have not.“ 

“You have testified that yeu have been 
actively engaged in business on the Board of 
Trade during the last seven months, and 
have been carefully watching and looking 
after the wheat market. Do you say you 
cannot tell whether there was acorner in 
July or a manipulation in July wheat? ” 

The word corner“ was objected to, and 
Mr. Wright said it might be left out.

The witness was then asked if he ever ad- 
vised any parties to buy July spring wheat 
with the assurance on his part that there was 
10 cents profit on it. 

This question was ruled out on the same 
ground as the preceding one. Mr. Wright 
stated that the party was not a customer of 
the witness at the time, but the committee 
adhered to its ruling, and Mr. Wright ex- 


coped. 

Ir. Wright asked the witness if he ever 
knew of an attempt at extortion by fictitious 
prices or a manipulated market. 

The committee considered the question as 
substantially a repetition of what they had 
already ruled out, and sustained an objec- 
tion to it. 

“You stated in your previous examination 
that you had settled during the month of 
July 370,000 bushels of wheat, did you not?” 

I stated that I had sold that amount.“ 

“State how much July wheat was de- 
faulted to your house,” 

This question was objected to and the com- 
mittee overruled the objection. 

The witness said he was not prepared to 
answer today, but would do 80 at a future 
time, and would also answer as to how much 
cash No, 2 spring wheat his house paid for in 
the first half of July, and how much during 
the Jast half of July. 

Will you state to the committee what you 
did with that wheat?“ 

Objecied to, and objection sustained. 

Mr. Brine then stated that his side was 
temporarily through, but they wished to re- 
serve the right to * in other witnesses if 
they desired. Mr. right claimed that the 
prosecution must rest its case or introduce 
whatever testimony they desire, 

Mr. Baker also claimed that the other side 
had the affirmative ot the proposition that 
wheat was worth $1.36 a bushel on the last 
day of July, and that they should now ex- 
haust their testimony upon that point. 

The committee ruled that Mr. Brine 8 ld 
conclude his testimony now. 

Mr. Wright stated that the defense had no 
present intenuon of introducing testimony as 
to the market at any other point unless in 
answer to testimony of the other side. 

Mr. Brine stated that his side had no other 
witness present, but they would be ready to 
go on tomorrow. 

{t is understood that tomorrow testimony 
will be offered as to the price of July wheat 
in other markets, which will consume but a 
short time, and then the defense will proceed 
with their testimony. 


A Fort Wayne Short Gives Away the 
Whole Case.

The market was oversold to 
the extent of 14,000,000 bushels July 1, and 
during the month the settlements amounted 
to 10,000,000 bushels, leaving 4,000,000 bushels 
unsettled at the close of business the last day. 
Some of the wheat that was repudiated by 
the short sellers was sold by them at $1.25%4. 
The settling price the last day of July was

Business Among the Bulls and Bears 
Vesterday. 

The markets were again dull yesterday. 
There was very little doing on outside ac 
count except a moderate shipping move- 
ment in grain. Futures were neglected 
in most departments except by par- 
ties who, reside in Chicago and Milwaukee, 
The latter were dealing some in wheat, 
on the selling side, at the out- 
set, and the former were operating 
mostly in the scalping way, buying a littie 
now and selling it then in hopes of turning 
an eighth ora quarter of a cent into their 
pockets by the operation. 

Prices tended up early as a consequence of 
rather severe storm conditions here, with re- 
ports thatit was raining heavily in St. Paul 
and at many other points in that direction. 
The stiffness in grain was helped also by the 
weekly statement showing a consider- 
able reduction in the Stocks in 
store at this point. The figures 
showed very little more than 400,000 
bushels of No. 2 wheat of both spring and 
winter, with some 1,100,000 bu of No. 2 corn, 
and less than 150,000 bushels of oats, while 
the shipments since last Saturday 
night would take off fully three- 
eighths of the nominal quantity 
of Wheat in store. But when the carloads 
were posted at about 11 o’clock, the receipts 
of the day were found to be larger than had 
been expected by many persons in the 
trade, and prices fell back rather 
sharply. Wheat and oats declined about 
haif a cent in little more than 
a minute, and corn followed the example. 
After that the tone was steadier, with not 
much doing. 

THE SHIPPING DEMAND FOR WHEAT 
was about equal to the offerings, and main- 
tained cash wheat at a considerable prem- 
ium, while the spot premium for corn was 
less on regular with fully half a cent of 
preference for receipts in some houses. 

Oats were rather firm later in consequence 
of the buying of a rather large quantity for 
shipment—that is, large in proportion to the 
stock in-store, as above noted. The receipts 
were a little over 250 car-loads, which was a 
considerable improvement upon the 
record of any previous day, and 

bears still professed to live 
in hopes of nay the number grow up to 
700 or 800 cars a day before the end of the 
month. But the quantity here is so small 
that buyers of cash oats for city consumption 
were literally jostling one another in their 
efforts to secure the offerings. 

Kye was easier, declining about half a cent, 
and barley for September declined one cent. 
The other grain markets closed nearly the 
same as on Monday. 

Provisions were dull, the trading being 
mostly in changes of pork from one month 
to another. There wasa fair demand for 
meats, but scarcely any for lard. Prices in 
the provision market moved up and down in 
sympathy with grain. 

PUTS AND CALLS, 

The July Oats Committee heard more tes- 
timony yesterday, and the impression is gain- 
ing ground that they will fix upon 62 cents as 
the settling price. . 

The compositor left out the word“ recent“ 
yesterday, and made THE TRIBUNE say that 
oats went down to 40 cents for the first time 
in the history of the trade here. By supply- 
ing the omission the reader will ascertain the 
truth.

Death of James H. Ledlie, the Well- 
Known Civil Eazineer. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Tonk. Aug. 15.—Gen. James II. Led- 
lie, the well-known civil engineer, died this 
morning at St. Mark’s Hospital, New 
Brighton, Staten Island. He had been ‘Il 
for about three weeks. Gen. Ledlie was 
about 50 vears of age. After graduating 
from the scientific department of Union Col- 
lege, where he studied under Prof. Gillespie, 
he became a division engineer on the Erie 
Canal. He served during the War in the 
Army of the Potomac, rising to the rank of 
Brivadier-General. After the War Gen. 
Lediie was the first to bring rafts 
acruss Lake Michigan from the lun- 
ber regions to Chicago. Next he 
received and executed the entire contract 
for the construction ot bridges, trestles, and 
snow-sheds on the Union Pacilic Railroad. 
Then he was engaged for some time in rail- 
road engineering in Georgia, and also built 
the breakwaters of Chicago harbor. On re- 
turning froma visit to Europe he built in 
1879 the Nevada Central Railroad, running 
from Battle Mountain to Austin. At the 
time of his death Gen. Ledlie was Presi- 
dent of the Baltimore, Cincinnati & Western 
Railroad Construction Company, and was the 
fi.st Vice-Presideaut of the road. He was also 
Chief Engineer and General Manager of the 
Santa Rosa and Sonoma Ceutral Railroad, in 
California, and the Chief Engineer of the 
Nevada Southern Railroad. He was largely 
interested in the Indian River Rallroad. in 
Florida. Gen. Lealie was a member of the 
military order of the Loyal Legion and a 
Freemason of very high degree.

THE warmth of the affection which links

It is estimated that during the day 
fully 20,000 persons were present, though the 
heavy rain of the morning had not left the 
grounds in excellent condition for outdoor 


amusements. A small admission fee was. 


charzed for the purpose of raising money 
for the relief of those whom merciless En- 
glish landlords have turned out of their 
homes, and the amount obtained will allevi- 
ate the sorrows of many an evicted tenant, 
and convince the peasantry of Ireland that 
the sympathy which has been so often ex- 
pressed for them in Chicago has not abated. 
The speeches of the day were made by James 
Redpath, the well-known and constant ad- 
vocate of the cause of Ireland, and by the 
Rev. George C. Betts, of St. Louis, a Prot- 
estant clergyman,.and the presiding officer of 
the convention held here last year. A de- 
tailed account of the addresses and of the 
other events of the day will be found in the 
local columns. 


CONGRESSIONAL CANDIDATES. 

At a meeting of the Union Veterans of 
Chicago Monday evening, certain resolu- 
tions were offered; which for the sake of the 
decency of local politics will not, we hope, 
be passed by that body, nor indeed heard 
of again. The resolutions set forth that the 
organization has repeatedly as a political 
body asked that members of their oon num- 
ber be appointed to office under the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and these re- 
quests have not been complied with by the 
members of Congress from Chicago, and that 
one of these Congressmen especially has 
failed in this respect, After making this ac- 
cusation and charge the resolution proceeds 
to denounce that Representative as unworthy 
of renomination, protests against such re- 
nomination, and declares that if he shall be 
renominated the members of the Union 
Veterans will oppose and if possible defeat 
his reéiection. This impHes, of course, that 
they will elect whoever’ may be the Demo- 
cratic nominee. 

There is of course no possible moral or 
legal objection to any citizen, a veteran or 
not, voting for or against the election of any 
candidate for Congress; nor is there any 
legal objection to his protesting against any 
nowination, or of his announcing his pur- 
pose to vote against and defeat any particu- 
lar person who may be nominated, but such 
a protest loses all degree of force when ac- 
companied by a threat that if the Republican 
Convention shall think it advisable to disre- 
gard the protest, then those making it will 
labor for the election of the Democratic nom- 
inee. After reciting the offense of the mem- 
ber of the First District, the resolutions pro- 
ceed : 

Resolved, By the Chicago Union Veteran Club, 
a Republican orgavization of honorably dis- 
charged soldiers and sailors, that in order to 
maintain the rights of the men who risked their 
livesdn defense of the Nation, and to demon- 
strate the fact that the United States law pro- 
viding that all otner things being equal soldiers 
shell be preferred for appointments is not obso- 
lete: and also to have it understood tha. we will 
not with impunity be snubbed and insulted by 
men for whose elevation to places of honor and 

rofit we have faithfully labored, we do hereby 
nthe name of the soldiers of Cook County and 
of this State solemnly and earnestly protest 
against the renomination of the Hon. William 
Aldrich in the First Congressional! District. 

Resolved, turther, That if in the face of this 

rotest the convention shall renomiuate the said 

iliam Aidrich, we stall consider it a duty we 
owe to ourselves and to our comrades through- 
out the country to defeat him at the polls, and 
we hereby pledge ourselves individually and 
collectively to labor from daylight till dark io 
the First District to accomplish his defeat. 

In the list of duties and powers of mem- 
bers of Congress in the Constitution and laws 
of the United States the reader will seek in 
vain that of appointing any person to any 
office under the United States; on the con- 
trary, the laws and Constitution rigidly ex- 
clude members of Congress from the exer- 
cise of the appointing power. The extreme 
advocates of having members of Congress 
exercise the business of office-brokerage’ do 
not claim that appointments belong of right 
to that class of men, and whatever they may 
do in that way is an act of usurpation. It is 
possible that the appointing power may be 
induced to yield to the solicitation of Con- 
gressinen, but a failure of such solicitations 
does not imply a failure on the part of any 
Representative to discharge any of his official 
or representative duties. Senator David 
Davis has never asked for the appointment 
of any person to any office, having refused 
to do so, and according to the spirit of these 
resolutions he is not entitled, for that reason, 
to any degree of public favor or respect—an 
opinion, however, not shared by any consid- 
erable portion of the people. 

The Union Veterans have had some expe- 
rience in the kind of business indicated by 


these resolutions. They once passed some 


resolutions proposing the appointment of one | 
of their own members to the Pension Agency, | 


and censuring Miss Sweet in terms as severe 
as those applied to Mr. Aldrich, and these 
resolutions met the universal disapproval of 
the public. Had the question of the reap- 
pointment of Miss Sweet been submitted to 
& vote of the people the response, in spite of 
the protest of the Veterans, would have been 
sO unanimous in her favor that the negative 
vote would hardly have justified a return as 
“scattering.” Can it be that Mr. Aldrich’s 
support of Miss Sweet has prompted the 
presentation of these resolutions ? 

The Union Veterans, like any other body 
of citizens, when they know of any objec- 
tionable conduct on the part of any Kepre- 
sentative, owe it as a duty to present the fact 
for the information of the public. The fail- 
ure to get offices, however, is not a public 
calamity, nor is it a public grievance. The 
support of the River and Harbor bill isa 
public question properly open to discussion, 
involving as it does a wholesale waste of 
public money for objects of very doubtful 
propriety. The support, open or covert, of 
the fraudulent pretense or claim of the Val- 
entine scrip people, and the defeat of the ef- 
forts by the City Government to secure a 
fixed title to the public property on the Lake- 
Front, are also fair questions for public dis- 
cussion, upon which Representatives in Con- 
gress may be held to responsibility. But to 
present to the consideration of the public as 
a reason why a man should or should not be 
reélected to Congress his failure to get only 
a limited number of his constituents of a 
particular class appointed to office must of 
necessity be considered by the public gen- 
erally ridiculous in the extreme. 

These resolutions, which fortunately haye 
not been adopted, and for which the Veteran 
organization is so far in no wise responsible, 
are objectionable because they are calculated 
to lewer the Veteran Club organization in 
the estimation of the public. The natural 
inference which a reading of them will sug- 


gest, is (1) that the Union Veteran Clud is an 
office-getting association, which resorts to 
the so-called boycotting ’’ process to enforce 
its demands; (2) that these resolutions were 
inspired or prepared in the interest of some 
rival candidate, perhaps some battle-scarred 
veteran; (3) that these resolutions were 
something after the style adopted in the Com- 
mon Coyncil, or in the Legislature, and in- 
tended as a notice to all candidates for 
all offices that the organization may be 
compelled to oppose all those who do 
not befriend Now, the Union 
Veteran organization as a body and 
individually will properly resent and repel 
these suggestions as unjust aspersions. It is 
not an office-trading organization; it is not 
prepared by resolution or otherwise to pro- 
mote the candidacy of one man by assailing 
that of another; it is not organized for black- 
mailing purposes, and it never has repudiat- 
ed, and never will repudiate, a nomination of 
the Republican Convention nor pledge its 
members to work by day or by night to de- 
feat a Republican nominee and elect his op- 
ponent. An opposition to any candidate on 
the grounds set forth in these resolutions 
can have no other effect than that which fol- 
lowed in Miss Sweet’s case, of strengthening 
the person assailed. We do not believe these 
resolutions express the sentiments of any 
serious number of the Union Veterans, and 
we have no idea that the resolutions will 
ever meet the approval of the organization. 

We have no particular interest in Mr. Al- 
drich’s renomination, but. we have in the 
election of whoever may be nominated in that 
district. So with the candidates in the other 
districts in the State. While experience in 
Congress is a valuable recommendation to 
any one, it ought not to be a bar to the nomi- 
nation of a better man nor one freer than Mr. 
Aldrich from corrupt entanglements, asso- 
ciations, and business relations, of which, 
however, we have not heard any mention in 
his case, 


THE CURRENCY OF THE FUTURE. 

Among the questions announced for dis- 
cussion at the Bankers’ Convention is * The 
Currency of the Future.” It has reference 
to the time when the National banks can ne 
longer avail themselves of United States se- 
curities as a basis for their issue of circulat- 
ing notes That time, according to present 
indications, is not very far distant. There 
may be some difference of opinion in regard 
to the rate at which the Government debt is 
being extinguished, but there is no question 
that the American sentiment is in favor of 
paying off the debt at the earliest moment 
compatible with the interests of the 
people as affected by taxation. At all 
events, there will be no popular de- 
sire to maintain A public debt 
in order to furnish the National banks with 
safe securities for their currency. The ques- 
tion is, What sort of security will be found 
to take the place of the National bonds? 
This question seems to exclude the theory 
that the Government may furnish all the cur- 
rency that will be needed—an assumption 
not at all warranted. If to the present stock 
of legal-tender greenbacks be added gold 
and silver certificates equal to the coin re- 
sources of the country, and non-legal-tender 
Treasury notes, redeemable in coin and pro- 
tected by an ample reserve, it is not impossi- 
ble to conceive that the National-bank cur- 
rency might disappear altogether without 
any monetary disturbance. At the same 
time it must be admitted that whenever the 
question is narrowed down to a choice be- 
tween the National-bank system and any pos- 
sible system of State-bank currency the 
former will always command the support of 
the business public and conservative people 
every where. 

If National-bank currency were to be based 
upon the security of corporation (public or 
private) and individual bonds, it would have 
no advantage Over the old State-bank system 
of currency. That plan will not work. 
Nothing short of a combination of National 
faith and individual liability will suffice to 
keep bank currency at par under all circam- 
stances, and place redemption beyond all 
question. The gold and silver certificates, 
representing an actual deposit of coin in the 
United States Treasury, will furnish the 
former; unrestricted liability of shareholders 
and a universal guarantee by all National 
banks, which may be provided by all Nation- 
al banks receiving at par the circulating notes 
of all other National banks, would provide 
the latter. Of course it can only be deter- 
mined by serious deliberation, and possibly 
only after more or less experimenting, what 
proportion it will be necessary to keep in 
specie or certificates of Government depos- 
its as a reserve for redemption purposes, and 
how much margin may be safely trusted to 
unlimited liability of shareholders, It is 
certain that the latter condition has always 
served to keep the circulating notes of the 
Scotch banks at par, and it is stated that, 
under the same condition, there would never 
have been any loss to the public on National- 
bank notes by the failures that have occurred 
since the National-banking system was estab- 
lished in this country, even if there had 
been no deposit of United States securities, 
in case the payment of the circulating notes 
had been given preference by law over ail 
other liabilities. Nevertheless, it will always 
be necessary to provide for an ample re- 
demption fund, and also for a combined 
guarantee of redemption at any bank oper- 
ated under the National law, in order to re- 
tain in the absence of Government securities 
the popular confidence in the safety of Na- 
tional-bank notes, and their circulation at 
par under all conditions with specie, green- 
backs, and Government certificates of coin 
deposits. . 


JURIES JUDGING THE LAW. 

A third series of interviews with candi- 
dates for the Legislature in relation to crimi- 
nal-law reform, printed elsewhere this morn- 
ing, shows that the cause is rapidly gaining 
ground. With few exceptions all the candi- 
dates are in favor of one or more of the pro- 
posed amendments to the laws. The pros- 
pect for a thorough overhauling of the code 
and a revision of the practice by the next 
Legislature is now exceedingly bright, 

We have already referred tocertain strange 
misconceptions ot the law concerning contin- 
uances and changes of venue by a few of the 
candidates spoken to. Something remains to 
be said of the law making the jury the sole 
judge of the law and the facts in a criminal 
case. This law has been perhaps less under- 
stoed than any other. It has been regarded 
by a portion of the rural bar as the palladium 
of our liberties, and as being identified in 
some strange way with the birth of Ameri- 
can Independence. The Illinois law is very 
old, dating from the revision of 1827. It is 
copiei from the New York Code, 1808, which, 
Judge Lockwood says, constituted his whole 
library when he made the first IIlinois revis- 
ion. 
the law and the facts grew up in colonial 
days. The Judges were then appoint- 
ed by the Crown. But the juries 
were chosen from the people. The Judges 
were often harsh, arbitrary, and unfair. In 
self-defense the Colonial Legislatures made 
the juries judges both of the law and the facts. 
They had no other way of protecting them- 
selves against the superserviceable zeal of 
the Crown Judges on behalf of their royal 
masters. 

Though the need of having juries judge 
of the law disappeared as soon as the inde- 
pendence of the colonies was established, 
the practice continued some time longer. 


The practice of making juries judges ot 


Judges in that period were usually appointed 
for life. There was no way of calling them 
to actount for improper conduct except by 
impeachment. The power of the jury was 
the best protection the people had. 

But when the Judges are elected for short 
terms, as they are in lllinois, there is no ex- 
cuse for extending the powers of the jury at 
their expense. The Judges are almost inva- 
riably better, wiser, purer, fairer than the 
juries. It is the business of the Judges to 
study and know the law, and it is not the 
proper business of the juries to decide that 
the Judges are careless orignorant. No 
Judge can pronounce anything to be the law 
which is not the law without putting error 
in the record and giving the defendant a new 
trial. But if ajury, having a mistaken no- 
tion of what the law is, acquits a prisoner, 
that is the end of the case. 

The Lilinois law on this subject is obso- 
lete. No community whose practice is en- 
titled to the least respect permits the jury to 
judge of the law. The Massachusetts Su- 
preme Court has decided that such a law, if 
it should be enacted in that State, would be 
„ repugnant to the Constitution of the Com- 
monwealth,” being an infringement on the 
rights of the Judges. The Ohio Supreme 
Court has held that when the jury assume to 
judge of the law, except under the direction 
of thecourt, they commit u public wrong.” 
The Pennsyivania Supreme Court has de- 
cided: In acriminal case the jury has the 
power, but not the right, to determine the 
law as well as the facts, but only by a ver- 
dict of not guilty.” The New Jersey law 
gives the Judge the widest discretion both as 
to the law and the facts. The New York 
Code requires the jury “to receive as law 
what is laid down as such bythe court.” 
In all the States leading Lilinois in popula- 
tion and wealth the practice is diametrically 
opposed to ours in respect to the powers of 
the jury. 

Our own Supreme Court has recognized 
the utter absurdity of the Illinois law. 
Judge Breese once decided (as if to make 
his contempt for the statute more pointed 
and to bring the principle it sought to estab- 
lish into merited ridicule) that the power of 
the jury to judge of the law had no limit,” 
and that the jury had the right to disregard 
the instructions and find a verdict “ accord- 
ing to their own notions of the law.“ But in 
alater case the Supreme Court quietly re- 
versed this ruling, and held that the jury 
must accept and act upon the law as laid 
down by the court “unless they can say on 
their oaths that they are better judges of the 
law than the court.” This practice is, if 
anything, more ridiculous than the other. 
It is a nullification of the statute, but it sug- 
gests a procedure which would not be tol- 
erated in any court in Christendom outside 
of Lilinois.. Imagine twelve jurymen solemn- 
ly rising in their places and swearing that the 
presiding Judge was a numbskull, and that 
they knew more lawthanhe! An edifying 
spectacle, truly! 

The Lilinois law ought to be abolished as 
much because it is a reproach upon our 
Judges and a blot upon the intelligence of 
the State as because it produces evil effects 
in practice. It is an absurd and indefensible 
law, and is calculated to make the courts of 
the State appear ridiculous to any jurist or 
lawyer who has been able to take a broad 
view of such questions. 


PERTINENT CONGRESSIONAL QUESTIONS. 

The Philadelphia Times is sending to the 
various candidates for Congress in Pennsyl- 
vania the following list of pertinent ques- 
tions: 


1. If elected to Congress, will you faithfully 
labor and vote for the entire apolition of the in- 
ternal-revenue tax system, except a tax on 
spirits and tobacco? 

2. Will you faftbfully labor and vote for the 
abolition of the internal- revenue offices, which 
now tax the peopie over $5,000,000 a year? 

3. Will you faithfully labor and vote to restore 
the Government expenses to the strictest econ- 
omy, and thus relieve the people of the shame- 
less profligacy of the present unexampiled ex- 
penditures? 

4. Will you faitbfully labor and vote to make 
future party assessment robbery impossible, un- 
der any and every guise or form, and thus give 
effect to tee piain spirit, if not the letter, of ex- 
isting laws? 


The gentlemen to whom these questions 
are addressed may be disposed to think that 
a newspaper has no special claim to chate- 
chize Congressional eandidates, and those 
who are not prepared to give an affirmative 
answer to the several interrogatories will 
probably take that ground. But in this case 
the newspaper has done no more than any 
individual constituent would have a pertect 
right to do; the difference is that the news- 
paper is in a position to give a wide circula- 
tion to the answers ¥ receives or to the re- 
fusals to answer, which would be equally 
significant. 

These questions ought not to be embar- 
rassing. The two first comprehend the best 
scheme of tax-reform which it is possi- 
ble to inaugurate outside of a reduc- 
tion in the tariff, and no scheme which in- 
cludes the latter can be expected from Penn- 
sylvania. It the tax measure which cre 
ated so much discussion at the recent ses- 
sion of Congress had taken the shape sug- 
gested by the Philadelphia Times, the Dem- 
ocrats would not have found it so easy to 
kill, and its failure would have brought upon 
Congress much greater popular condemna- 
tion than has actually followed the omission 
to pass Mr. Kelley's revenue-reduction bill. 
The measure reported by the Ways and 
Means Committee proposed to strike out the 
special taxes, such as those assessed upon 
bank-checks, upon matches, upon medical 
preparations, etc, There is no disposition 
among the economists to deny that this class 
of taxes ought to be dropped now that 
abundant revenue may be raised with- 
out them: but the same reason which 
suggests their repeal suggests also the 
repeal of other special taxes and such 
a readjustment of the internal-revenue sys- 
tem as will save to the taxpayers the main 
cost of collection. The details of the system 
now cost the Government more for collection 
than tne bulk of the receipts cost. If the 
manufacturers’ tax on spirits and tobacco 
were retained and the yarious license fees 
were abolished along with the items of spe- 
cial taxes, the internal-revenue offices could 
virtually be abolished, and whisky and 
tobacco, less the cost of maintaining the 
present system of collection, would yield as 
much revenue as could be collected over and 
above the cost of collection if the license sys- 
tem were retained after the special taxes 
had been dropped. If this proposition shall 
come up at the next session of Congress, its 
chances for success will be much better than 
those of the Tax bill which failed at the last 
session, and the Democrats will scarcely dare 
to kill it or to attempt to pass as a substitute 
the entire abolition of the whisky and tobac- 
co taxes. 

The last two questions propounded by the 
Philadelphia Times ought to give no embar- 
rassinent to any candidate for Congress. The 
“shameless profligacy” referred to in one 
of them is mainly the result of a single meas- 
ure—the River and Harbor bill. No intelli- 
gent member of Congress, outside of a few 
favored districts in the South, can doubt 
that this bill is condemned by the people as 
a whole, and that it will be unsafe to renew 
the raid upon the Public Treasury at another 
session of Congress. In like manner every 
member of the present Congress’ and every 
candidate for the next Congress must be 
satisfied in his own mind that the people of 
both parties, aside from the men who run 
the party machines, regard the assessment 
of Government employés for campaizn pur- 
poses as a scandal and an outrage, and de- 


mand that the existing law be enlarged in 
its terms so as to include Congressmen and 
Congressional committees within the prohi- 
bition as well as the executive officers of the 
Government. It would certainly be a public 
blessing if all the Congressional candidates 
of all parties throughout the country would 
subscribe to the pledges which the Philadel- 
phia Times asks from the Pennsylvania can- 
didates. 


CINCINNATI AS A SUMMER-RESORT. 

The Cincinnati Gazette returns to its claims 
of the attractions of Cincinnati as a place for 
summer-resort, and not only that, but has the 
impudence to assert its superiority over Chi- 
cago. Our first impulse is not to reply to 
such an absurd demonstration of pique and 
jealousy, for those who have never been be- 
yond the horizon of their own locality are 


apt. like the Chinese, to imagine that there, 


is nothing beyond it. Such dense ignorance, 
however, should not be allowed to go unre- 
buked, lest some one misled by the Gazette’s 
representations may go there and find him- 
self wofully deceived. ‘Fhe whole thing may 
be tested by a simple definition. A resort“ 
isa place where people go; a “‘sunimer-re- 
sort“ is a place where they go in summer. 
Now, peopie do not go to Cincinnati in sum- 
mer; they go away from it. Hence it is not 
and can never bea place of summer-resort. 
The reasons why they go away from it 
lie upon the surface, People seeking 
a summer-resort want a cool place. 
Cincinnati is the hottest place on the con- 
tinent next to St. Louis, an undesirable city 
which it very much resembles in other re- 
spects, by the way. People never want to go 
where they are liable to be sunstruck and 
cannot sleep nights. People want a clean 
place. Cincinnati is very nasty from the 
smell of pork and from soot. They want a 
handsome place. Cincinnati is not hand- 
some. How can a city be handsome when 
the most of it lies down in a hole staguating 
in smoke and smell? They want a lively 
place. Cincinnati is an old and feeble place. 
The people don’t fall in love until they are 
82 years old, and are then sued for breach of 
promise. They ride in bob-tailed cars pulled 
by little mules, which go along at an easy 
pace. They work a little in the morning and 
then hunt the shady places in the afternoon 
or congregate about the fountain and let 
it drizzle muddy water on them. People 
like to be entertained. Cincinnati has 
a littl music during three days once 
in two years, and that in the 
wrong time of year. People want real art. 
Cincinnati offers them atrocious burnt pot- 
tery and sunflowers carved on pieces of 
wood. People want beer, and yet this very 
paper, Which boasts so loudly, is trying to 
shut up all the beer places in Cincinnati. In 
fact all that people do not want in summer 
abounds in Cincinnati, and all that they do 
want abounds in Chicago. To come down 
to the very gist of the matter, most of the 
people of Cincinnati spend their summers in 
Chicago, which of itself is a sufficient argu- 
ment to convince pleasure-seekers that they 
ought not to go to Cincinnati, merely be- 
cause she has got a brass fountain and a bad- 
smelling canal. b 


THE DORSEY LETTER. 

A letter written by S. W. Dorsey to Gen. 
Garfield one month before the inauguration 
of the latter as President has recently been 
published in Washington. The person who 
printed the letter is said to have had an indis- 
tinct notion that in giving it to the world he 
would aid Dorsey in the star-route trial. But 
the publication has had the opposit effect. It 
has shown that Dorsey was particularly 
anxious to prevent the appointment of two 
such stubborn reformers as Mae Veagh and 
James to the positions of Attorney-General 
and Postmaster-General, respectively. Why 
should Dorsey have been agitated specially 
about these appointments? James was, when 
the letter was written, a Stalwart in good and 
regular standing. He made a speech, after 
he became Postmaster-General, publicly de- 
claring his loyalty to Mr. Conkling. Dorsey 
had no reason to speak of James bitterly 
unless he feared the detection and exposure 
of his own rascality, which swiftly followed 
the change of Administration. 

The Dorsey letter, however, derives its 
chief value and importance from the light it 
throws on the Stalwart methods in New 
York. The tone of the letter is indescriba- 
bly offensive, ill-bred, and impertinent. Dor- 
sey, who is an adventurer of more than du- 
bious reputation, and even at that time was 
a star-route suspect,“ wrote to the Presi- 
dent-elect of the United States in terms that 
a self-respecting man would not employ in 
addressing his servant: “If you are occu- 
pying your time in listening to men like 
these [Knox and Bliss] I wish to express 
in the most emphatic way that you 
and your Administration will prove a fail- 
ure.“ Whenever you determine to 
assail Conkling or Arthur you drive the 
last nailin your political coffin.” “If you 
want to muster out the Stalwart army in 
order to pick up the sneaks, bummers, and 
deserters in the rear, go ahead, and I predict 
you will land in a surrendered camp.” 
‘I write you when I think you are about to 
commit a mistake, and I have not and shall 
not mince words in pointing out your errors. 
I don’t wish to be put in the position of be- 
ing obliged to lecture the President-elect, 
and especially in regard to the formation of 
his Cabinet.” “If you want advice in New 
York, why don’t you send for Conkling or 
Arthur, the two who elected you, with the 
aid of Grant?“ These are specimen sen- 
tences from the letter. 

The intolerable insolence of this letter, 
coming as it did from a disreputable carpet- 
bagger, who had no political standing in 
New York, and had but recently been repu- 
diated by the Republicans of his own State, 
must have confirmed Gen. Garfield in the 
opinion that he could not live at peace with 
the spoils brokers whom the writer repre- 
sented. They were bound to have all or 
nothing. They were determined to dictate 
the appointment of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, which Gen. Garfield justly held should 
on no account go to a New York man, and 
least of all to Folger, who had pendjng in 
the Supreme Court a claim against the 
Treasury Department for $185,000, to 
which he did not have the shadow 
of a title in law or equity. It has 
been the fashion for the Conkling 
spoilsmen to say that Garfield ‘‘ assailed” 
their chief. He did nothing of the kind. He 
simply refused to make Conkling Patronage 
Secretary for the State of New York, or to 
choose as his Secretary of the Treasury one 
who would owe his first allegianee to Boss 
Conkling and his second duty to President 
Garfield. The arrogance of Conkling met 
with a just punishment, and if Gartield had 
lived the names of both the senior Senator 
and the Vice-President from New York 
would have been forever wiped off the polit 
ical slate. 

The Dorsey letter was the fitting culmina- 
tion of a series of insults and sneers directed 
at Garfield which the third-term bosses in- 
dulged in before, during, and after the Presi- 
dential campaign. Dorsey excelled his. as- 
sociates in offensiveness because he has 
naturally the manners of a cowboy and the 
abundant lack of breeding which qualifies 
a man to be rude in the coarsest way. But 
he caught the spirit of his letters and con- 
versation from those about him, and he re- 
fieeted faithfully in plain English what they 
were thinking. It wasclearly impossible for 
Gurlield to get on with that company and be 
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‘Though he wanted peace at any honorable 
price he could not have it. He 
pelled to assert himself of surrender the 
Presidential prerogatives to the keeping of 
the leaders of the minority. He could not 
do it. He chose rather te break with the 
faction for whom Dorsey assumed to speak. 
The Dorsey letter is additional justification 
of all that Garfield did with reference to the 
New York appointments. 


THE KEWANEE BANK ROBBERY. 

Kewanee is a village of 2,704 inhabitants, 
situated in the southeastern corner of Henry 
County, IIlinois, on the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railway, about 120 miles from Chica- 
go. There is a prosperous National bank in 
the village, having a capital of $75,000, a sur- 
plus of $30,000, and deposits of from $150,000 
to $200,000. Gold, silver, bank-notes, bonds, 
and securities to the value of $170,000 are 
usually kept in the vaults of the bank. Farm- 
ers are the principal customers, and for 
their accommodation the officers have been 
in the habit of doing business after regular 
hours. Deposits are somet mes received as 
late as 6 o’clock. 

Tuesday night about 6 o’clock the Assistant 
Cashier and the bookkeeper—ajyoung girl— 
were still in the bank. Two men knocked 
at the dopr. They had left a valise earlier 
in the day, promising to call for it later.

girl opened the door. 


ber attacked the Cashier and knocked him 
down with a revolver. 
took all che money they could lay their hands 


on, threw the Cashier and the bookkeeper 
into the vault, locked the door upon them, 


and walked unconcernedly into the street. 


It was not until the Cashier had succeeded 


in making his way out that the robbery was 
knownin the town. By that time the rot- 
bers were faraway. They took $18,000 with 
them. | 

The Eastern reader who looks upon all 
the Western States as equally lawless may 
regard this affair as very common and-hardly 
worthy of especial attention. But bank- 
robberies of this character are unusual in 
Illinois. The country about Kewanee is 
thickly settled by industrious, peaceable, 
and law-abiding people. It would be diffi- 
cult to find recruits for one of Jesse James’ 
old bands among the farmers of Henry 
County. They had as little reason to look 
for an attack upon their bank asif they had 
been living in Central New York or in West- 
ern Massachusetts, Indeed it would be 
easier for robbers to escape in some of the 
older States than Illinois, where there are 
no mountains or dense forests, and the 
Canadian line is not near or convenient. 
This robbery, moreover, was not in the 
southern part of the State, but in a region 
corresponding to the Western Reserve of 
Ohio, where no sympathy with the bandits 
will be felt, and they cannot hope to be con- 
cealed by friends. 


The audacity of the adventure surpasses 


anything undertaken by the James brothers. 
They usually chose wild, or desolate, or 
thinly populated regions for their exploits. 
They hunted for spoils in gangs, and they 
usually had confederates near at hand. But 
there were only two robbers at Kewanee, 
The chances were all against their commit- 
ting the robbery without arousing the town, 
and against their getting away safely if the 
alarm was raised at once. Even with the 
start they have, it is probable that they will 
be overtaken and brought back. Whether 
they will be punished according to law or 
not is another question. 

If the robbery was planned in Chicago, as 
seems probable, they have friends and bonds- 
men here, and unless the farmers of Henry 
County shall be too quick for them they will 
be able toslip through the meshes of the 
law with the aid of a number of “success- 
ful criminal lawyers.” If it shall prove to 
be the case that the robbers belong in Chi- 
cago the affair will at least serve the good 
purpose of teaching the country people that 
they have a very great interest in securing 
an ameudment of the laws so that crime in 
Cook County may be swiftly and surely pun- 
ished, and the city may cease o be the favor- 
it summer-resort of all the thieves and burg- 
lars in the country. 


CORRUPTION IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Some of the friends of Mr. Cameron’s fac- 
tion of the party in Pennsylvania have been 
predicting the election of his candidates by 
large majorities, and saying that they would 
have 50,000 Democratic votes. An explana- 
tion to some extent of the groundwork of 
this expectation is furnished by a letter trom 
Mr. A. K. McClure, editor of the Philadephia 
Times.

done now, but it will all be made public 
within the next sixty or ninety days. He dis- 
claims any thought that the Land League 
proposes to sell their votes to any party, but 
he adds: |

1 
will add, also, that an examination of the list of 
pardoned criminals and deposed public officials 
in your community way atly beip you in cor- 
rectly deciding where o the truest men should 
be kept on the outposts.

pont tx, Aug. 15.—The centenary of 1782 
js not to pass away without a great national 
festival, despite of the two infamous Coercion 
acts at present In force. Dublin today wit- 
nessed u memorable scene. The exhibition- 
building is an exceedingly graceful structure 
of vastextent. The order of the day’s proceed- 
ings was as follows: It opened with a grand 
procession through several of the principal 
thoroughfares of the metropolis. This was 
one of the most striking spectacles of the

kind, that has ever been witnessed even in. 


Dublin, The trades of the city made a gal- 
lant show. They flung themselves into the 
work of preparation with laudable 
earnestness, and many of them went to 
much expense to do fitting honor to the oc- 
casion. As the mighty gathering moved 
through the streets the trades bodies 
marched in the steady array for which they 
have long been noted, with their banners 
tossing high in front and their bannerets 


1 littering from the midst of their ordered 


ranks. The procession was litterly studded 
with bands. Not only were the popular 
hands of the city and its vicinity present, but 
Was from even very remote districts cou- 
tributed their quota to the wealth of music 
which rent the air of the metropolis. Visit- 
ere in vast numbers were present—not alone 
the tens of thousands who came up from the 
ruval districts and the provincial cities and 
towns, but thousands of patriotic Irish ex- 
lies compelled to dwell in England in order 
to live swelled the enormous throtig. Be- 
sides, the procession included deputations 
from patriotic and other public bodies, near- 
ly if not quite all of the Irish Parliamentary 
Ia ty, and great numbers of corporators, 
town commissioners, poor-law guardians, 
and other gentlemen elected to represen- 
tative positions by the popular vote. 

After the procession the O'Connell monu- 
ment was unveiled, and handed over to the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin in trust as national 
property. Immediately afterwards the in- 
auguration of thé exhibition took place with 
fitting ceremonies. Then followed a grand 
performance of Haydn’s famous oratorio, 
“The Creation,” by a band and chorus num- 
bering 400, under the baten of a thoroughly 
capable conductor, and with the soli parts 
taken by Irish yocalists who have achieved 
reputation, This performance was probably 
the finest ever heard in Ireland, and was 
wholly carried out by Irish musicians and 
musical amateurs only. 

To the Western Associated Press, 

Dunn, Aug. 15.—The city was astir by 7 
o’clock this morning for the opening exhibi- 
tion and unveiling of the statue of Daniel 
O'Connell. Bands paraded the streets, fol- 
lowed by large crowds. A procession com- 
posed of the trades was mustered in St. 
Stephen’s Green at noon. All the troops 
were confined to their barracks. 

The procession of trades was three miles 
long, Ittraversed Kingsbridge, Capel, and 
Sackville streets. Good order and regularity 
were kept by mounted Marshals along the 
route, 

The O'Connell statue was unveiled by 
Lord-Mayor Dawson in the presence of Par- 
nell, Dillon, Davitt, and Gray, and a crowd 
estimated at 100,000. The greatest enthusi- 
asin prevailed. 

Lord-Mayor Dawson, in accepting the 
statue for the Irish people, said their strug- 
gle was not over, and their efforts would 
still be obstructed. They must endeavor to 
forget the melancholy past, and look for 
glory in the future, in the hope that Ireland.

THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 
THE DAY AT ALEXANDRIA. 

ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 15.—Natives from 
Kafr-el-Dwar report that Arabi Pasha on 
Sunday called a meeting of Ulemas and ob- 
tained from them a fetma deposm the Sul- 
tan, and naming the Oherif of Mecca as 
Caliph. Arabi, they also say, is organizing 
Bedouins, and has appointed commanders 
for those at Charkles and at Garbieh, in 
Upper Egypt. | 

Col. Gerard, of the mounted infantry, rode 
before daybreak today on a reconnaissance 
to within haif a mile of the enemy’s second 
line. The reconnoitering party was pursued 
by horsemen, of whom it succeeded in kill- 
ing several. Ool. Gerard states that he ac- 
complished the object of the reconnaissance. 

Two decrees by the Khedive are promul- 
gated today. One authorizes the British 
Admiral and commander of the force to oc- 
cupy such points on the Suez Isthmus as 
they consider useful for military operations 
against the rebels, and inviting Egyptian 
authorities to acquaint inhabitants, particu- 
larly canal employés, with the decree, The 
other authorizes the British authorities to 
prevent importation of coal and munitions of 
war along tye coast between Alexandria and 
Port Said, and, in the event of contravention 
of order, to seize the prohibited articles, 

ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 15—6:30 p. m.—Gen. 
Wolseley just arrived. 

The Sultan today peremptorily ordered 
Arabi Pasha to lay down his arms, If he re- 
fuses the Sultan will leave him to be dealt 
with by the English, 

Two regiments of Highlanders, the Derby- 
shire regimentjand the Horse Guards, are 
just about to march through the city. 

The steamer Catalonia with the West Kent 
regiment has arrived. 

De Lesseps is impeding the laying of the 
telegraph line between Port Said and Suez. 
Operations will consequently be suspended. 

Lieut. Smith-Dorrien’s account of his re- 
connaissance is as follows: 

Lieut. Hamilton and myself. after proceeding 
very cautiousiy about seventeen miles without 
escort arrived at 2:30 o’clock Tuesday morning 
within 800 yards of the enemy's cavalry camp. 
The night was avery dark, and we were unable 
to get details of the position. We therefore de- 
cided to finda point which would enable us to 
see the camp when daylight broke. We bad not 
moved thirty yards when the enemy's picket 
saw us and showed a bright light, which was di- 

rectly answered along the line. Weran abouta 
mile and entered the iake about a bundred 
yards. The enemy pursued and spread them- 
selves along the lake, completely cutting off 
our retreat. Their vorses seemed afraid to 
face the waterin the dark. The enemy's sys- 
tem of signaling with lights appeared excellent. 
Our every movement was flasbed by the nearest 
man, and answered along tae line. I presume 
the enemy did not fire in order not to alarm any 
foree we might have bad near. We tied a white 
handkerchief toa pole in expectation of being 
captured, but afterward decided to make an- 
other attempt to escape. At 4 o'clock in the 
morning we went a hundred yards further into 
the lake and laid down in two feet of water. 
The enemy, evidently losing sight of us, retired. 
At 4:45 we rose, and having made a long detour, 
returned to the Englisb camp. 

The Duke of Connaught visited the Khe 
dive today. 

The departure of the Life Guards and 
Horse Guards for Ramleh will be delayed 
until the troops on board the transport Cala- 
bria are landed. 

Another heavy gun was placed in position 
today on the water-works hill. 

It is reported that a spy having important 
papers was sent into headquarters yester- 
day. 

Col. Gerard, who rode out this morning on 
a reconnaissance, succeeded in making a 
sketch of the enemy’s position. 

The transport Humber has arrived. 

Maj. Gordon, Chief of Police, has handed 
over his office to the native authorities. The 
European residents consider this proceeding 
an unwise one. 

The weather, contrary to precedent, is be- 
coming cooler. 

The troopship Thalia has arrived here. 

Three English residents asked to serve as 
members of Dr. Sch weirfork’s vigilance com- 
mittee declined. 

The water-works service stopped for the 
first time today (Tuesday), but will be re- 
supplied for a short time Wednesday. 

Hundreds ef people arrive by steamers 
daily without visible means of subsigtence. 
Provisions are dearer, and apartments al- 
most unobtainable at double rents. 

Tuesday being the last day of Beiram, the 
Khedive heid a reception at Ras-el-Tin pal- 
ace. The Khedive appeared to bein good 
spirits, and referred to passing events in a 
light and happy manner. 

Gen, Adye, the Admiral, and many other 
British officers visited the Khedive. 

The commissariat service is working 
smoothly. 

The French Consul has undertaken to 
guarantee the character of the correspond- 
ent of the Paris Lanterne arrested at the 
outposts. He will be released with a severe 
warning to be careful as to his future con- 
duct. 

EUROPEAN JEALOUSY OF AMERICA. 

Paris, Aug. 15.—M. De Beaulieu, writing 
in the Journal des Debats, says it is to En- 
gland's interest to act with moderation in re- 
gard to the Suez Canal, so as to avoid pre- 
cedent which would justify extreme claims 
by America relative to the projected Panama 


Canal. 
NOTES OF WAR. 

Lonpon, Aug. 15.—Lord William Beres- 
ford has volunteered to serve in Egypt with 
the Indian contingent. 

The authorities have refused to allow the 
organization of a railway corps in India for 
service in Egypt. 

A correspondent of the Times at Berlin 
says it is feared the Russian Cabinet in- 
tends to take advantage of the present 
trouble in Egypt to renew some old claims 
which were declined by the Berlin Con- 
gress. 

Hospital arrangements are so cqmplete that 
ifafourth of the British troops in Egypt 
should be invalided there would be ample 
medical accommodation.

BRITISH NEWS, 
WILLIAM STANLEY JEVONS. 

Lonpon, Aug. 15.—Prof. William Stanley 
Jevons, philosopher and professor of polit- 
ical economy, was drowned while bathing at 
Bexhill. Prof. William Stanley Jevons was 
born at Liverpool, England, in 1835, and was 
a grandson of William Roscoe, the historian. 
After graduating at the University College, 
London, he procured an appointment in the 
Australian Royal Mint, at Sydney, which he 
held from 1856 to 1859, when he returned to 
England by way of the United States. He 
became a fellow of his college in 1864, and in 
1866 was appointed protessor of logic, mental 
and moral philosophy, and Cobden leeturer 
on political economy in Owen’s College, 
Manchester. He published a pamphlet on 
the value of gold in 1868, showing the de- 
preeiation of the precious metals, and. also 
on the coal question in 1865, showing the 
probable impending exhaustion of the En- 
Elish coal fields and the expediency of liqui- 
dating the national debt in time. He was 
also the author of Elementary Lessons in 
Logic,” published in 1870, Theory of 
Political Economy ' in,J871, and an elabor- 
ate tréatise on the principles of science, ap- 
pearing in 1874, in which numerous original 
ideas coucerning the process of reasoning 
are propounded. 

CETEWAYO. 

It is believed the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies will announce in the House of 
Lords today that it is proposed under certain 
conditions to restore Cetewayo to his king- 
dom of Zululand, 

Ashley, Under Colonial Secretary, in the 
House of Commons today, stated that the 
Government had determined to consider the 
possibility of Cetewayo’s partial restoration 
the proper safeguards, He said no portion 
of Zululand would be annexed to Great 
Britain. Part of Zululand will be reserved 
for chiefs and people who object to return 
under Cetewayo’s rule,to be guarded by 
safeguards similar to those imposed upon 
the thirteen present chiefs. A British Res- 
ident will reside in the country. The res- 
toration of the former military system will 
not be allowed. The plan was communicated 
to Cetewayo today. 

THE HEALTH OF THE HEIR APPARENT. 

The Prince of Wales will go to the Ger- 
man baths to drink their waters.’ The fact 
of the Times devoting its first leading article 
to the health of the Prince of Wales creates 
a certain sensation. 

NEWS OF ALL KINDS, 

In the Commons the President of the 
Board of Trade said the Government con- 
sidered the Channel Tunnel question should 
be referred to a joint committee at the next 
session of Parliament. He moved that the 
order for the Tunnel bill be discharged. 
Adopted. 

A partnership has been formed between 
Hollingshead, lessee of the Gaiety Theatre, 
D’Oyly Carte, proprietor of the Savoy Thea- 
tre, and the lessees of the Theatre Royal and 
Princess Theatre at Manchester, the Court 
Theatre at Liverpool, and the Gaiety Theatre 
at Dublin, which are new all practically 
united for business purposes.

OTHER LANDS. 
THE BONAPARTISTS IN FRANCE. 

Paris, Aug. 15.—A meeting of Bonapart- 
ists today was attended by 4,000 persons. 
Among those present were De Cassagnac 
and Amigues. Resolutions were passed fa- 
voring the placing of Prince Victor Napoleon 
upon the throne of France. De Cassagnac 
made a speech in which he declared that the 
imperialists were ready for power and meant 
to take it. 

De Cassagnac stated today that the 15th of 
August had been specially chosen for hold- 
ing the meeting. In a few years,“ said he, 
the 15tn of August, the Fete Napoleon, will 
be the fete day of the Empire of France.“ 

PRECAUTIONS IN SYRIA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 15.—The Porte has 
made the Governor of Syria responsible 
for the maintenance of order in that prov- 
ince, and has authorized the Chief of the 
gendarmes to increase his force to such ex- 
tent as he may consider necessary. 

A CELEBRATION AT BRESCIA, ITALY, 

Rome, Aug. 15.—The statue of Friar Ar. 
nold (Arnold of Brescia), an early Italian re- 
former, was unveiled at Brescia yesterday. 
There was great popular enthusiasm. The 
Ministry was represented by Zanardelli, 
Baccarini, Baccelli, and Magliani. Deputa- 
tions were present from the Senate and many 
other public bodies. 

GERMANY AND THE VATICAN, 

BERLIN, Aug. 15.—Germania, the Ultra- 
montane organ, acknowledges that Von 
Schloezer, the German representative at the 
Vatican, has not succeeded in obtaining any 
concessions from the Papal Court. The Cath- 
olle press expresses belief in arenewal of the 
Kulturkampf.

THE DUEL TRIAL. 


Second Day of the Trial of Garland, 
the Slayer of Young Addison. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

LUNENBURG CouRT-Houskg, Va., Aug. 15,.—

of Joseph Addison was resumed in the Coun- 
ty Court here this morning.

WHAT CHARLEY FORD SAYS. 

With a view to ascertaining further details 
of the Muscle Shoal robbery a TriBUNE re- 
porter last night galled on the Ford broth- 
ers, Bob and Charley, who are responsible 
for the sudden taking-olff of the late lamented 
Jesse James, and interrogated them as to the 
part which Dick Little, theif particular 
friend, played in the terrible deed at Muscle 
Shoal. It may not be generally known here 
in 7 that the Ford brothers have 
taken the stage, and appear nightly to 
crowded houses at the Park Thea- 
tre in a sanguinary drama where- 
in the killing of Jesse James is 
graphically depicted, and wherein Bob and 
Charley give exhibitions of their skill as 
marksmen, They received THe TriBpuNE 
representative in a subterranean dressing- 
room of the Park, and told very freely 
all they knew of the robbery. They ex- 

res considerable surprise and regret to 
earn of Dick’s arrest, and stated at once 
that he wasin no way responsible for the 
Muscle Shoal job. As they tell the story of 
the robbery, it was like this: In January of 
1881 Jesse and Frank James, Bill Ryan, 
and Dick Little located at Nashville,

GOSHEN, THE GIANT. 


He Clubs a Man Who Has Done Him 
Many Wrongs-—The Story of a Snake- 
Charmer,

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 15.—Col. Routh 

Goshen, the well-known giant, made a sen- 
sation by an assault with a cane upon John 
Sweet, a showman, inflicting several scalp- 
wounds, fur which he was bound over in 
8800 for his appearance fer trial in Septem- 
ber. Sweet says that the trouble grew out of 
his owning a farm which formerly belonged 
to the giant, but which he secured by pay- 
ing off the mortgage upon it. On the 
other hand, Goshen says that Sweet acted 
with duplicity and deceit towards him in 
return for kindness and assistance rendered 
him. Some two or three years ago Sweet 
married the widow of Sebastian, a famous 
circus-rider. He was poor at the time. 
Goshen offered him his wife a home 
upon his New Brunswick farm, which they 
accepted. While he was upon a Pacifie tour 
Goshen’s wife and Sweet appropriated over 
$6,000 in silver which he had im the house, 
burned up $70,000 worth of bonds, took 
his goat, valued at $100, and his 
horge and wagon, and eloped. Goshen 
got a divorce from his faithiess wife, who 
subsequently married Sweet, and now ap- 
pears as a snake-charmer at his show. Col. 
Gosheh further said that, while walking 
along the boardwalk at the time of the as- 
sault, Sweet gave him a malicious grin and 
used the most vulgar language in reference 
to Goshen’s divorced wife and his mother, 
The iusult to his mother was more than he 
could stand, and, drawing a pistol,he told 
uim he ought to shoot him, but would let 
him live in his degradation.

FINANCIAL. 


The Question of the Legality of the 
Bonds of Hamilton County, Obio. 
Special Dispatch to The Chieage Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 15.—The question of 
the legality of the issue of $80,000 of five- 
year 4 per cent Hamilton County bridge and 
road bonds, which has been raised by Pres- 
ton, Kean & Co., of Chicago, who are the 
purchasers, was discussed at length at to- 
day’s meeting of the County Commissioners. 
It was the first impression both of the Com- 
missioners and of the County Solicitor that 
the point raised by Preston, Kean & Co. was 
not well taken, but a careful exam- 
ination of the subject has convinced 
them that it is at least an open 
question. There is no doubt but 
that the issue in its present form was con- 
templated by the Legislature when the En- 
abli act was passed, The act authorizes 
the levying of one-tenth of a mill for the 

yment of these bonds. In five years this 

evy would produce $96,000, which would 
ay off the entire issue and interest, and 
eave a margin of $4,000, The difficulty 1s 
that it will bein the power of future Legis- 
latures to cut down this levy or reseind it 
altogether. No such action is 
to be taken—in fact, it 

not within the range of 
probability that it ever will be taken—but the 
fact remains that the collection of only one- 
fifth of the amount of the issue is absolutely 
assured. This one-fifth represents the 
amount already on the tax duplicate. The 
Cewmissioners were some of them of the 
opinion that Preston, Kean & Co. could be 
held to their contract, but that opinion did 
not prevail. It was decided to forward to 
them a full transeript of the proceedings of 
the board relating to the issue of the bonds 
in question. It was the intention to use the 
proceeds of the bonds in replacing and re- 
pairing county bridges and roads which were 
damaged by the spring freshets. Should the 
money not be forthcoming much inconven- 
ience will be experienced by the prs vine 
on these roads, and they can epend 
upon to make a big fuss about it.

Wisconsin, around St. Paul, and forty miles 
northwest from St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
In some places they were very heavy, and in 
others light and showery. The fact that un- 
settled, “ catchy’? weather has come at all 
in this vicinity has changed the confident 
bearing of observers, and they now cuntein- 
plate possible damage to the wheat in shock 
by rain or high winds. Thus far no damage 
in this line has been reported. On tbe line 
of the Northern Pacific there was no 


rain. At Wadena yesterday morning it was 
cloudy, and thence to Bismarck clear. Heavy 
rains were reported at Faribault Monday 
night.

At Hud- 
sun it rained all night, but cleared yesterday. 
On the Western division there was some rain 
and hard wind at Mankato; at Lake Crystal 
heavy ruin and wind Monday night, also at 
Kasota; but yesterday was ciear and warm, 
heavy wind and some rain at St. James.

Cheering Words trom the Farmers of 
the North west. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cepan Rapips, Ia., Aug. 14.—The man 
who says there will be no corn this year is to 
be pitied. He is “badly off.” Possibly, 
however, he has the extraordinary gift of 
seeing into the future, and knows there will 
be an early frost. It Jack will keep his | 
hands off until Sept. 20 the corn crop will 
compare very favorably with last year. This 
as regards quantity at least, for, while there- 
is much corn on low, wet land that will 
never amount to anything no matter what 
the weather may be, yet the decrease in acre- 
age is fully enough to make up therefor. 1 
passed one week in Wisconsin, and have 
just returned from Dane County, and 
can testify that during that week 
corn grew fully one foot. This was 
due, no doubt, to the fact and it tasseled 
out.” It has commenced to ear nicely, the 
stalks are healthy and strong, the ears are 
plenty enough to the hill to indicate a good 
yield, and farmers say they are well pleased 
with the outlook. The same cundition of 
affairs seems to exist throughout the country 
over Which I passed—viz.: Southern WI 
consin, Northern Lilinois, and Central East- 
ern lowa, from the river to this point. A 
Chicago Board of Trade man was on the 
train and expressed himself quite adversely 
on the crop in IIlinois, saying it would 
not be more than half a crop 
on an average throughout the State. 
It he is right, en the southern part of 
the State must surely be in bad shape. The 
Board of ‘Trade man, however, must think 
Iowa will have some corn to spare, for he is 
very busily engaged in locating elevators 
along the railways, or at least looking for 
locations, 

Suppose there is a slight shortage in the 
corn crop; what of it? Small grain has not 
been so good in twelve years, and hay and 
pasturage exceed anything ever known in 
the Northwest. The faimers are feeling 
quite independent already, and as much as 
say, “ Let er rip; we've got a good thing if 
corn does get nipped a little.“ 

Harvesting has progressed very rapidly 
during the past week, and there is probably 
not an acreof small grain in every 100, 000 
acres standing today in the territory above 
mentioned. It is safe to say that small grain 
is all in the shock save what is stacked. 
Some wheat and rye have been thrashed, 
and, to use the expression of the husbandman 
whose grain | mention, She pans out big.“ 
Oats will prove an immense yield, no doubt 
exceeding the most sanguine anticipations. 
Grain has had a splendid chance to mature 
properly, and the harvest has been quick and 
almost entirely undisturbed. One week ago 
today millions of aeres were standing, 
the “pieces” having deen eradled 
around“ and prepared for the reaper, 
and Monday morning all hands moved 
early and energetically and the work was 
short. Each neighborhood has a combina- 
tion, that is, the farmers unite and cut the 
neighbor’s grain which is the ripest, and so 
on untilitisalldone. In this manner there 
are enough hands to follow a reaper ana put 
the grain up as tast as cut, and the grain is 
cared for as fast as it is ripe enough. Im- 
mediately after the grain is stacked many of 
them go into the hay field again and cut ana 
take care of the pieces on the lowest land 
which would not suffer by standing a few 
days, and which they were obliged to leave 
to harvest their grain. 

Stock of all kinds feels the effects of the 
fruitful pastures, and is looking finely. The 
potato ore will no doubt be very good as re- 
gards both quantity and quality. It is a 
pleasure to note the fact that the bug is evi- 
dentiy well on the decline, and while there 
are some left, and their work is visible in 
many fields, yet the vines generally are quite 
free from the pest. 

In Dane County, Wisconsin, where I put 
in my time traveling through the rural dis- 
tricts last week, I saw hundreds of acres of 
tobacco. This crop, to me at least, looked 
very fine, apd the indications are that it will 
be one of the best ever raised there. From 
the cars | saw many fine fields of the weed ”’ 
all along the way to the IIlinois line, where 1 
* branched off.“ 

And | want to“ branch off” from the sub- 
ject of crops at this point long enough to 
say that ‘THE WEEKLY TRIBUNE is doing 
much for the farmers in the Northwest in 
general, andin Southern Wisconsin in par- 
ticula:, to my personal knowledge. Thou- 
sands of families welcome its coming each 
week, and | am glad to note that it circulates 
largely among the young men—that is, the 
young farmers, mostly Republicans.

Bad News Following the Great Drouth 
im Massachusetts.

Nebraska Expects One of the Best Corn 
Crops Ever Raised iu the State. 
Srecial Dispatch » The Chicago Tribune. 

LIxcolx, Neb., Aug. 15.—Crop reports 
continue to be favorable from all sections of 
the State. The weather is just right for 
corn, which is maturing finely. There has 
been no rain for the past two weeks, never- 
theless the ground is filled with moisture 
consequent on heavy dews every night. 

Most flattering reports come from the Mis- 

souri River counties, where there is a uni- 

formity of good crops, corn in particular 
promising well. In the central and western 


counties some poor fields are seen, but these . 


are very scattering. In the extreme western 
part of the State the condition of crops is 
reported first-class. There isa strip of bad 
corn in Butler and Saunders Counties, in the 
track of the hailstorm two months ago, 
which will not make much ef acrop. All other 
sections of the State give no indications of a 
short crop. ‘The following scattering reports 
from a large number received today will fair- 
ily show the condition of the crops up lo 
date: 

Madison County—Weather quite warm; all 
crops doing finely; corn booming; will aver- 
age fifty bushels per acre. 

Platte Couuty—Coru will make a big crop 
if weather continues favorable; no poor 
fields in the county; other crops good. 

Buffalo County—Yesterday and today 
warm, growing weather; corn two weeks 
late; some fields a little sickly; more than 
average crop expected. 

Fillmore County—Condition of corn excel- 
lent: a big cropcertain; many fields will go 
seventy-five bushels per acre; no rain for 
ten days, but ground in good condition; 
farmers in good spirits. 

Colfax County— Weather warm and show- 
ery; all crops good; corn promises big crop; 
no bugs; the average yield cannot less 
than forty-five bushels per acre. 

Adams County—Corn conditions are fair; 
no extraordinary yield expected; about 
forty bushels will be the average; many 
fields are late and weedy; weather warm and 
pleasant. 

Saline County—Splendid corn in this coun- 
ty, and prospects excellent; a few weeks of 
warm weather will make a crop of sixty 
bushels per acre; the best condition of all 
crops ever Known in the county. 

Lancaster County— Warm, growing weath- 


er; corn fairly on the boom; no poor fields, 


and very little late corn; splendid condition 
of all crops. 

Cass County—Corn, as well as all other 
crops, the very best the county has ever pro- 
duced, 

Ottoe County—A big yield of corn almost 
certain: prospects very flattering; a large 
acreage and no poor fields; weather quite 
warm. 

Saunders County Look out for a booming 
crop of corn, The prospects are for an av- 
erage of fifty to ninety bushels per acre. The 
weather is very warm. 


A Much-Needed Rain.

VANDALIA, LIL, Aug. 15.— A soaking rain, 
accompanied by strong wind, visited this 
section this afternoon. The rain was needed 
badly, and did not come a day too soon. 
Farmers are greatly encouraged over the 
corn prospect, which a few weeks ago, 
looked extremely doubtful, and say that in 
the event that no detriment befalls it between 
now and tall a fair crop will be gathered. 


The English Wteat Crop a Failure. 
London Times, Aug. 1 

At the close of July it is possible to form 
some estimate of the prospects of the year’s 
harvest. We know pretty well what the 
harvest at its best can be. We see the point 
beyond which we cannot expect that it will 
go. How far it will fall short of this we 
have no means of determining. The weather 
in August will decide the matter, and we 
cannot predict what the weather in August 
is to be. But, under the most favorable 
weather conditions, the prospects for the 
coming crops are by no means universally 
good. We publish this morning a full and 
careful report on the present state of the 
crops in various parts of the country. It is 
hopeful in some respects, by terribly disap- 
pointing others. The wheat harvest, our 
correspondent says, will be once more below 
the average. In many places it will 
be very considerably below pe average. 
The general report about wheat is 
that on good soils the straw will be good: 
that on poor soils it will be bad: and that on 
both good soils and poor soils the yield of 
grain will be no better than it has been dur- 
ing the last five years, or, in other words, 
that it will not nearly amount to a fair aver- 
age crop. This is bad news indeed, but 
when we have given it we have given the 
worst. On no otner crop is our correspond- 
ent’s report quite as unfavorable as it is on 
wheat. The barley in some parts of the 
country is looking well. In Dorsetshire our 
correspondent has seen some fine, rich crops, 
bending in ripeness and giving almost certain 
promise of a good malting grain. From 
Essex the crops are reported as good. In 
the Midlands they are less promising. In bar- 
ley, as in wheat, the straw scems likely, on 
the whole, to be the best part of the crop. The 
yield of grain will be rather less than the 
average; possibly it will not be equal to last 
ear’s yield. We come next to oats and 

ans, and to far brighter prospects as far as 
these are concerned. Oats, our correspond- 
ent says, willexceed in both quantity and 
quality the average of the last seven years. 
They will be good both in straw and in 
grain. In potatoes he has observed no dis- 
ease yet, but the real time of trial has scarce- 
ly yet come. August is a dangerous month 
for potatoes. and even already he has heard 
reports that in Scotland and in Ireland, and 
in some parts of this country, the potato dis- 
ease has begun to show itself. ‘The hay har- 
vest of the year is now a certainty, and it is 
unhappily a bad certainty: Never has the 
grass been more plentiful. and never has the 
weather been more unfavorable to the process 
of turning it into hay. 

Whatever our wheat may turn out to be 
and in whatever degree it may fall short of 
our correspondent’s gloomy estimate, our 
supply of foodisin no danger. We diaw 
this from so wide an area that we can al- 
ways reckon with confidence upon obtaining 
it at demand. If the harvest is bad in one 
part of the world it is not bad in all parts, 
and we get our wheat accordingly without 
much regard to the seasons. The worst of 
the matter is that Englana seems just now to 
be the parti¢ular part of the world to 
which a bad harvest Is most certain to come. 
The price of wheat is not raised, but the 
farmer suffers, and the country suffers with 
him. We are not starved, and we are in no 
danger ot being starved, but our home trade 
is crippled. ‘The money which ought to be 
in the pockets of the Euglish farmer is trans- 
ferred to the American farmer. In spite of 
free trade a bad harvest at home is so much 
dead loss to the country, and this it will al- 
ways be. The report of a large harvest in 
America will be good news to everybody 
else, butit will not be good news to the 
tarmer. It will mean for him that his 
wheat, which will be small in amount, 
will command a low price, and that even the 
partial improvement which he has lately 
secured will not last beyond the near date 
when the American corn ships will begin to 
arrive and will once again flood our warkets 
with the golden grain from Minnesota and 
the Far West. The case is hard, but itis not 
exceptional. From one cause or another our 
farmers seem always to be under pressure. 
The one thing which would certainly bring 
them relief would be a bountiful harvest in 
this country and a general failure elsewhere. 
But this of late has been precisely what they 
have not obtained. The best remaining 
chance for them is to do more toward adapt- 
ing their methods of cultivation to the 
climatic conditions which they may expect. 
They have begun to move, and seemingly in 
the right direction. Cannot they quicken 
their pace? If English farmers are to thrive 
there must come a change somewhere. 
Either they must change or English weather 
must change. It is only on one or on 
other condition that they can hope to escape 
the grave repeated lusses which have gone 
near to ruin them.

A New Freicht Pool on Business Be- 
tween (Chicago and the Ohio Biver— 
L. D. Richardson, Manacer. 

For some time past the roads between this 
city and the Ohio River have been making 
efforts to form a pool on the business so as to 
put a stop to the intermittent cutting of rates 
by some of the roads. A short time ago a 
committee of General Freight Agents met to 
arrange the tetails of such a pool, and a few 
days ago it was able to submit a plan for 
pooling the business to the managers of the 
roads interested, and the plan has been 
adopted. The roads parties to the new pool 
are the Louisville, New Albany & Chicago; 
Chicago & Eastern Lilinols; Cincinnati, in- 
dianapolis, St. Louis & Chicago (Kankakee 
Line): Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis 
(Pan-Handle). 

Mr. L. D. Richardson, for many years Gen- 
eral Agent of the Kankakee Line in this city, 
has been appointed Manager of the new 
pool and Messrs. Robert Forsyth, D. T. Me- 
Cabe, and A. B. Southard the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

It is not believed that the new pool as now 
arranged will aid materially in maintaining 
rates between Chicago and the Ohio River. 
To make a pool of this kind effective it will 
be necessary that all roads wer to Ohio 
River points from Chicago should be 
parties to it. It willl be observed 
that neither the [illinois Central nor the Wa- 
bash isa party to the new agreement, and 
those lines are able to compete against the 
poolea lines on the Ohio River. If these 
roads choose to cut the rates, the pool lines 
would soon be compelled to foliow suit. But 
aside from this, it does not seem probable 
that a pool on Ohio River business can be 
maintained from Chicago when the roads 
from St. Louis, Peoria, and other Western 
points are not working under a similar ar- 
rangement, because the latter would get 
away with the business. 


Another War on Kansas City Passen- 
ger Rates Imminent. 

It is generally feared that the new agree- 
ment regarding the maintenance of passen- 
ger rates between Chicago and Kansas City 
cannot be matmtained much longer, and an- 
other war seems to be imminent. The prin- 
cipal trouble seems to be at Kansas City, 
from which point it seems impossible to 
maintain the rates, Since the new agree- 
ment was adopted there have occurred sey- 
eral little tempests in a teapot at Kansas 
City, but each time the threatened war was 
avoided by a timely settlement of the trou- 
bles. It is claimed now that several of the 
Kansas City roads are again engagedin cut- 
ting rates or getting around the agreement by 
artful devices, and it does not seem probable 
that the agreement can be maintained much 
longer. If arother war on Kansas City pas- 
senger rates is to be avoided, a new arrange 
ment will have to be made, as it has been 
fully demonstrated that the old —— 
cannot be made to work satistactorily. It is 
argued that there is but one way in settling 
the Kansas City troubles, and that is by pool- 
ing the business, It is quite probable that a 
meeting will be called ina few days to take 
some action regarding this matter, and 
should this meeting fail to make a satisfac- 
tory arrangement Kansas City rates will 
tumble down again to as low figures as they 
were ever before. 


Meeting of the lowa Trunk-Line Asso- 
clation. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Iowa 
Trunk-Line Association was held yesterday 
at Commissioner Daniels’ office. There were 
present H. C. Wicker, Northwestern; E. P.

The Causes for the Burlington’s De- 

crease lu June Earnings. 

The Railway Gazette has the following re- 
garding the*large decrease in earnings by the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy during the 
month of June: 

Chicago, Burlington & Quincy net earnings as 
reported for June shon the enormous decrease 
of $604,800, or per cent, from the vet earnings 
ot June last year. This is due alwost wbuily to 
a decrease in gross earnings, the working ex- 
penses having increased but $38,252—iess than 1 
per cent. 

The conclusion that might be drawn frem this 
alone as to the general prospects of the road 
would be grussiy erroneous. The immense dif- 
ference is due to the fact that June 
was an extraordinarily favorable month 
last year and an extraordinarily unfavor- 
able one this year (for June). lu 1881 
June earnings were 857.377 (34 per cent) above 
the average of the half year; in 1882 they were 
$13,760 (6 per cent) Db: low the average. Last year 
the bad weather eariier forced back the mar- 
keting of produce till June; this year the lgnt 
crops had chietly gone out before that montb. 
It is seidom mat so great a change occurs in 
corresponding months of successive years. Toat 
the great decrease of June was au exception 
may be kuown by the fact that in spite of it for 
the halt year ending with June tbere is an in- 
crease of $57,068 (% per cent) in gross earnings, 
and the decrease in net earnmgs was but $267,- 
431, or about one-half the decrease in net earn- 
ings in June. ‘ 

he Chicago, Buriington & Quincy isa at 
corn road. and a very large proportion of the 
corn is usually marketed in the summer months. 
It and the other roads which carry much corn, 
such as the Rock Island, the Lilinvis Central, and 
the Chicago & Alton are likely to feel this lack 
of corn to carry in Ii. August, and September, 
as weil as in June, though not somucù probably, 
because last year the June sbipments were ex- 
ceptional. But befure this time they buve be- 
tun to feel the w nter-wheat shipments, which 
lust year were light, and the Burlington will by 
next month be carrying the heavy spring-wheat 
crops of Nebraska, whico will tend to offset the 
lack ot corn. Aud, taking the crop year asa 
whole, there is no doubt that there will be much 
more of everything than last year in the district 
which this road serves; though the corn crop 
may be much less than an averave, it still prom- 
ises to be much larger than last year. 


The Reorganization of the Columbus, 
Chicago & Indiana ‘(entral, 

It is announced that the holders of more 
than the amount necessary to secure the 
adoption of the plan of reorganization of the 
Columbus, Chicago & Indiana Central have 
signed the agreement. It is still held epen 
until further notice, in order that the remain- 
ing bondholders may join in the agreement 
if they so desire. 

The capital stock of this company consists 
of 15,960,823 common and $10,000,000 author- 
ized preferred stock, intended to be issued 
for junior bonds. The road was leased in 
1869 to the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 
the rental including maintenance of road 
and equipment, 30 per cent of the gross 
earnings, and, in any event, the interest on 
$15,000,000 of the Columbus, Chicago & Indi- 
ana Central’s first-mortgage bonds and 8821. 
000 of its second-murtgage, any remaining 
net earnings to be paid out as interest on the 
junior mortgage bonds to the extent of $10,- 
6000, 000, or as dividends on the preferred 
stock, into which the juniors may be con- 
verted. After this a sinking fund was pro- 
vided for on the $15,821,000 first and second 
mortgage bonds, and if anything should 
ever be left after that, the common stock 
would get it. In consequence of litigation 
the United States Court ordered the amount 
on which interest be paid to be

These lands are 
bought by Julius Schutt, of Davenport, Ia., 
who acts as agent in the transaction for 
James Thompson, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of thatcity. ‘The tract composes 
the whole of the company’s grant in Rock 
County, andis located directly south of the 
Pipestone County grant, concerning 
the sale of which so many reports 
have been published of late. It is an- 
nounced by authority today that the 
negotiations are now completed for the sale 
of the Pipestone lands—100,000 acres—to 
agents representing a wealthy English syn- 
dicate of buyers. All sorts of rumors and 
reports concerning these lands have found 
circulation, but this is the first authentic 
statement on the 2 The papers have 
been drawn, and the bityers are given until 
Sept. 8 to make payment. No doubt is felt 
as to the purpose and abilitv of the syndicate 
to iurnisi the funds. The Pipestone lands 
will be settled by acolony of immigrants from 
England. The lands purchased by the Daven- 
port parties will be thrown upon the market 
at once. All the lands are rolling pralrie, and 
among the most fertile in e world, 
Further negotiations are now pending which 
will result in the sale of about 10,000 acres 
more of the Minnesota lands of the company 
to Mr. Schutt and to A. Boysen, the latter 
acti as agent for wealthy buyers. This 
will close out the entire remainder of the 
land owned by the company in Minnesota.

But again and again and as often as 1 
have tried, even in the solitude of my own 
chamber, where no human eye could see me, 
I have broken down, and I have wept like a 
woman. If 1 could put that pic- 
ture into words 1 could not 
utter the words, for I cannot look on 
human sorrow with thecold, esthetic eye of 
an artist.

Neither Strikers Nor Employers In and 
Around Pittsburg Show Any Signs of 
Weakening. 

Svecial Dispatch to The Oliteago Tribune. 

Pirrspure. Pa., Aug. 15.—A rumor 
reached the city at a late hour last night of 
a conference between iron strikers and. man- 
ufacturers at Youngstown, at which the lat- 
ter offered to resume at the old scale, but the 
offer was rejected. The story seemed fishy, 
and your correspondent allowed it to pass. 
This afternoon Mr. Weeks, Secretary of the 
Western Association, received a dispatch 
from Youngstown stating that no such con- 
ference was held, and the situation there was 
unchanged.

The second meeting of the recently organ- 
ized association of iron, steel, and nail man u- 
facturers was, at their last meeting, fixed for 
tomorrow, the 16thinst. No special reason 
is assigned in the call for this meeting, and 
several members today asserted that there 
would be no decided steps taken in relation 
to the existing troubles. 

The sheet-irdh manufacturers held another 
meeting today. It will be some time before 

e result of their conference is ready to be 

aid before the Tariff Commission. 

It was stated a few days ago that consid- 
erable dissatisfaction existed among some of 
the striking jronworkers because of the fact 
that the weekly installments had not been paid 
from the treasury of the Amalgamated As 
sociation. It was ascertained this morning 
that some $20,000 was received by the Treas- 
urer of the Pittsburg district yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and that the distribution of the 
money would commence tomorrow, This is 
the first installment of funds from other sec- 
tions, but additional amounts will be re- 
ceived in a few days. A large portion of 
the money came from Cincinnati. 

Inquiry from a number of strikers today 
elicited information that a, Pony as de- 
termined as ever to hold out.

Conors, N. I., Aug. 15.—The Harmony 
Mills today claim to have recovered the 
ground lost Monday. The “stay-out’’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee today sent forth the fol- 
lowing: 

To the Cotton- uu atives: Weare masters 
of the situation in the struggle with the Har- 
mony Mills. We warn all operatives to remain 
away from Coboes until the pending difficulty is 
got tied in accordance with our just demands. 

Every incoming train and street-car is 
guarded and returning old operatives and 
others in quest of employment are instantly 
made aware of the continuation of the strike, 
and offers of support or money to return to 
the point from whence they came are inva- 
riably successful. The notices served on de- 
linguent tenants were returned Friday. If 
the evietions are forced the battle for opera- 
tives will begin in earnest. Treasurer Ter- 
rill reports more money received since Mon- 
day than in any two preVious weeks. With 
the continuation of aid ‘from labor unions 
throughout New York State the strikers are 
confident of their ability to enforee a favor- 
able consideration of their demands. The 
mill managers affirm an inability to restore 
the 10 per cent reduction, and if again com- 
pelled to close the milis the snow will fly and 
spring-time again come before another op- 
portunity on the part of the company will be 
given to resume work. 


The "Longshoremen at Boston Are At- 
tempting to Better Their Condition. 
Special Dispatch to Te Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Aug. 15.—The longshoremen 
struck today for 40 cents an hour for day 
work, 50 cents for hight work, and 80 cents 
for Sunday work. During the past two years 
they have been getting 30 cents an hour for 
day work and 40 cents for night work. It is 
claimed that at the best they cannot make 
more than $7 per week, and that the work is 
irregular and arduous. They state that they 
have given the steamboat companies a 
month’s notice, and, nut having received any 
reply, deem that the time is ripe 
for the strike. it is estimated that 
about 1,000 men have entered into the strike, 
and, as the organizations are under good dis- 
cipline, a fifm attitude will probably be 
maintained. Interviews with the agents of 
the ocean ship lines elicit the fact that the 
Ireland Line has discharged the ’longshore- 
men in its employ and hired Italian laborers 
and that the Allan, Warren, ana Cunard 
Lines are unable to communicate any ar- 
rangements with the men. There is no excite- 
ment along the wharves, and the probability 
is that the strikers, for whom there is general 
sympathy, will eventually carry their point.

Rock ISLAND, III., Aug. 8.— The Hon. P. O’ Mara, 
of this city, nas been the minority or Demo- 
eratie Representative of this district in the State 
Legisiature for the last term, and will be con- 
tinued without much doubt. He is a lawyer by 
profession, and bas attained some prominence 
by his success in criminai practice. With refer- 
ence to amending the criminal code his ideas are 
well rooted. In answer to several questions 
asked by Tue Trisune correspondent he de- 
fined bis position as follows: 

“[ am in favor of amending the criminal 
code, but was and am opposed to the appointing 
of a commission for revising it. I think the 
Legislature qualified to make all necessary 
changes. The present code in defining crime 
and tixing the penaity cannot be improved. The 
greatest objection arises from questions of 

ractice. lam in favor of abolishing ae grand 

ury, and think the salary of the State’s-Attur- 
ney should be increased to a sum sufficient to 
induce competent lawyers to take the office. In 
regard to changes of venue, lam in favor of 
the law as it now stands, and opposed to mak- 
ing the Judge pass upon the question of his 
prejudice or non-prejudice against the accused 
party applying for a change ot venue. I caonot 
understaad how it would aid the administration 
of justice to declare by iegisiative enactment 
that the jury shall not bejudgesof the law in 
criminal cases. The jury would bave the same 
power to disregard the law. and tbe people 
would have vo other remedy than they now 
ba ve unless you give them the right to appeal, 
and I bardly think the most visivnary reformer 
is prepared to go that far. Lam vot in favor of 
oral charges to the jury, Out am in tavor of 
changing the preseut svetem, as it tends to mis- 
jead and cootuse the jury. I am of opinion 
that in all cases, civil and criminal, 
the Judge should prepare the instructions for 
the jury. Lamin favor of symplifying crim- 
inal pleadings, and think the States-Attorney 
should have the right to amend technical errors 
in the indictment. Whether bail shouid be 
granted to defendants after a first conviction 
should, in my opinion, lie in the discretion of 
the Judge. [am notin favor of restricting the 
Supreme Court to questions of law. I think the 
court ebeould nave power to review the entire 
case. In the trial of criminai cases the people 
and the accused should have equal rights. 
i'beretore lam of the opinion that both sides 
sbouid have opportunity to be heard on all mo- 
tions, applications, afida vito. and other pro- 
ceedings in the case.

An Englewood Saloonkeeper Lifts Up 
His Voice Against the Trustees of the 
Town of Lake.

He says that in 
June last he leased the premises on the 
northwest corner of Wentworth avenue and 


Fifty-ninth street, and fitted them up at con- 


siderable expense fora saloon. His place is 
at the intersection of two streets, near two 
railroads, and half a mile from any other 
saloon, so that it is an excellent 
place for a gin-mill. After he had 

fixed up his place, he applied to the 
Town Board of Trustees for a license, at the 
same time paying the required license fee 
and depositing a bond for $500 to the town 

conditioned for his obeying the town ordl- 
nances, and also filed a bond for $3,000 run- 
ning to the people of the State of Lilinvis, as 
required by law. The Trustees refused to 
grant him a license on the ground that his 
place was within that portion of Sec, 16, 38 

14, in which by town ordinance it is enacted 
that no saloon shall be held. This prohibit- 
ed portion is described as follows: Com- 
mencing at a point on the south line of Gar- 
feld boulevard 125 feet west of the west line 
of State street, thence south parallel with 
said west line of State street to the south 
line of Sixty-third street, thence 
west to a point 100 feet east of 
the .east line of Wentworth avenue, 
thence south on a line parallel with said east 
line of Wentworth avenue to a point 125 
feet south of the south line of said Sixty- 
third street, thence east on a line parallel 
with said south line of Sixty-third street to a 
point 125 feet west of the west line of State 
street, thence south to the north line of 
Seventy-lirst street, thence west to a point 
125 feet east of the east line of Halsted street, 
thence north on a line parallel with said east 
line of Halsted street to the south line of 
Garfield boulevard, thence east on the south 
line of Gartield boulevard to the place of 
be ginning. 

Oesterle claims the Board of Trustees have 
no power to make such excepwon or dis- 
crimination against his privileges; that the 
ordinance is not general in its character, and 
does not operate equally on all persons with- 
in the town of the class to which it relates; 
that no public interest is subserved by the 
refusai to grant him a license; and that the 
exempted district was made for the purpose 
ot granting to certain parties the sole right 
to sell liguor in such limits; that such sa- 
loons are much nearer the Presbyterian, Con- 

regationalist, and Universalist Churches in 

Lugiewood than is his, and also much nearer 
the public school. If such exception can 
legally be made, there is nothing to prevent 
the T. ustees from enacting that no license to 
keep a saloon should be grant for any 
portion of the ‘lown of Lake, except on the 
premises owned by the Board of Trustees of 
the town, and thus create a monopoly. He 
therefore aske fora writ of mandamus to 
compel the Trustees to issue him a license, 


The Scoville Troubles Again. 

Another attempt was made by George Sco- 
ville yesterday before Judge Jameson to get 
possession of his legal papers, law-books, ab- 
stracts, etc., which are now in the clutches 
of F. F. Cole. Mr. Scoville went before the 
Judge yesterday morning and asked that 
Cole should not be permitted to plead 
until he surrendefed his (Scoville's) 
private papers, abstracts, etc., which 
Cole had taken ‘possession of under 
the chattel mortgage given by Mrs. Scoville. 
Scoville said he was frequently losing money 
because he could not get his papers, and did 
not see why they should be kept from him, 
as they were of use only to him. Besides, 
they were liable to be lost, being packed 
carelesly in boxes and bundles. 

The Judge seemed to be in doubt at first 
what to do, but finally declined to make any 
order, and advised the parties to settle the 
matter among themselves. they could 
not he should be inclined to appoint Scoville 
Receiver, on his giving proper security. 

Mrs. Scoville was again present in court, 
and when the Judge closed she rose and ad- 
vanced, and asked if she could be heard. 

Mr. Robinson called the Judge’s attention 
to the fact that Mrs. Scoville was one of the 
defendants, that she had no counsel, and 
therefore wished to be heard in person. 

Mr. Scoville said Robinson was his wife’s 
attorney. 

Mr. Robinson replied that he had been 
once, but had since received a letter dis- 
charging him. 

The Judge made some remark about it not 
being necessary for Mrs. Scoville to speak, 
and very abruptly shut her off by beginning 
to speak to a lawyer, whereupon Mrs. Sco- 
ville retired. 


The Hyde Park Gas Company. 

In the case ot Dennis Long against the 
Hyde Park Gas Company, the Receiver, Os- 
wald A. Bogue, yesterday filed a report be- 
fore Judge Jameson, setting out that there is 
due $110 interest on the mortgage on the 
company’s real estate which ought to 
be paid. There is also an  immedi- 
ate necessity for a new bench of 
five retorts to enable the company to 
make all the gas needed, as one of 
the old sets is broken. It will take over two 
months to makea new set, and will cost 
about $350, and the work should be done 
now so as to be ready for the additional de- 
mand for gas in the winter months. The 
Judge entered an order allowing the 
ceiver to pay the interest and have the re- 
torts built.

The rules of the Chamber of Com- 
merce are such that the telegraph company 
must obey the mandate of the committee or 
be excluded, from the floor of the chamber. 
To this the company responds that it is not 
on “the floor,“ but occupies a side-booth, 
for which it pays rent, and from which it 
cannot be expelled. The real question at 
issue is the liabilities of a telegraph company 
for damages grow out of errors in the 
transmission of dispatches—a question which 
just now attracts much attention at the hands 
of several members ot the Chamber of Com- 
merce here who claim to be losers.

THE MEXICAN TREATY. 


Conditions under Which Troops May 
Cross the Border in Pursu:t of in- 
dians. * 

Special to Cincinnati Oommercial. 

New Yours, Aug. 14.—Advance sheets of a 
small document printed in English and 
Spanish have come to hand today, and con- 
tain some curious provisions in regard to the 
agreement between the United States and 
Mexico as to how tlie Indians shall be chased 
back and forth over the boundary with a rifle 
in one hand and this treaty in the other. 
will be possible to run an Indign over the 
line without the violation of ſhternational 
law. The Indian must in each case be a sav- 
age Indian, and the troops must not pursue 
him over the line at a point withiu six miles 
of a settlement. 

One interesting feature of the treaty Is that 
the Senaté of the United States of Mexico 
has authorized the President of Repub- 
lic to allow the passing of Mexican troops 
into the United States and of the United 
States troops into Mexico, and the Constitu- 
tion of the United States empowers the Fresi- 
dent of the United States to allow the vas- 
sage without the consent of the Senate. This 
agreement does not require the sanction of 
the Senate of either country, and will begin 
to take effect twenty days after the date, 
July 29, 1882, which fixes next Friday as the 
time. The memorandum of agreement is 
entered into, on behalf of their respective 
Governments, by Frederick T. Frelinghuy- 
sen, Secretary of State of the United States 
of America, und Matias Romero, Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
the Republic of Mexico, and it agrees that 
the regular Federal troops of the two 
Republics: may reciprocally cross the 
boundary of the two countries when 
ney are in close pursuit of a band of savage 
Indians upon certain conditions, which are 
enumerated as follows: The crossing agreed 
upon shall only oceur in the unpopulated, or 
desert, parts of the boundary line. For the 
purposes of this agreement the unpopulated 
or desert parts are defined to be all those 
points which are at least two leagues distant 
from an encampment or town of either 
country, No crossing of troops of either 
country shall take place from Capitan Leal, 
a town on the Mexican side of the Rio Dravo, 
twenty Mexican leagues, fifty-two English 
miles above Piedras Negras to mouth of 
the Rio Grande. The commander of the 
troops which cross the frontier in pursuit of 
Indians shall, at the time of crossing, or be- 
fore, if possible, give notice of his march to 
the nearest military commander or civil au- 
thority of the country whose territory he en- 
ters. The pursuing force shhll retire to its 
own territory as soon as it shail have fought 
the band of which it is in pursuit, or have 
lost its trail. In no case shall the forces of 
the two countries, respectively, establish 
themselves or remain in the foreign territory 
for any timé longer than is necessary to make 
— pursuit of the band whose trail they fol- 

ow. 

The abuses which may be committed by 
the furces which cross into the territory of 
the other nation shail be punished by the 
Government to which forces belong, ac- 
cording to the gravity of the offense, and in 
conformity to its laws it the abuses had been 
committed in its own territory. The said 
Government being further under obligation 
to withdraw the guilty rties from the 
frontier. In the case of offenses which may 
be committed by the inhabitants of the one 
‘country against the foreign forces which may 
be within its limits, the Government of said 
country shall only be responsible to the Gov- 
ernment of the other for denial of justice in 
the punishment of the guilty. 

This agreement is to remain in force for 
two years, and may be terminated by either 
Government, un four months’ notice to 
other to that effect.

The Stock Market Opened and 
Closed Strong, with Good 
Buying. 


Pullman Advances on the Good 
Showing of the Annual 
Statement. 

The Produce Markets Again Quiet, and Some- 
what Steadler— Higher Prices All 
Round Early in the Day, 


But Larger Receipts Weakened O notations 
in Grains, and Provisions Fell Back 
in Sympathy. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opeved strong, Subsequently, the 
market reacted 4% cent, after which it became 
steady and quiet. ite symptoms were those of 
a bull market with a strong undertone, notwitu- 
standing an attack by the boars. Reading was 
higher on reports that Gowen had placed the 
whole of bis loan. During the last hour tho 
market was raided, but it closed in good shape, 
with indications of higher prices. The Omabas 
were well bought and the report that the road 
is to be leased to the Northwestern scemed to 
und credence, Points are in circulation of an 
advance in the Miuneapolis & St. Louis stocks. 
Lackawanna was again one of the principal 
features of the market, and Northwostecra, 
Delaware & Hudson were also noticeably strong. 

Money was advanced tos per cent, and this 
and some heavy realizing sales made the market 
sell off. 

Pullman took its long-expeocted start, and ran 
up to 133, closing at 1824. This was the result 
of buying caused by the publication of the fact 
that the annual statement now being made up 
shows a profit of 18 per cent on dividends and 
surplus during the past year. Pullman has been 
ginet on account of reports that atthe coming 
annual meeting the stockholders would be 
called upon for more money. It is now denied 
authoritatively that any such call will be 
made. On the contrary, the compauy has 
on hana about $1,000,000 cash. The investment 
at Pullman is already paying a good protit on the 
investment, apart from the proceeds of the 
shops, which are, of course, the most important 
part of the euterprise. 80 far durmg the pres- 
ent month the earnings of the cowpany huve 
been larger than they were in the corresponding 
part of last August, when they were larger than 
they had ever previously been, and when the 
Northwestern contract was still in force. Some 
new contracts are in negotiation which will add 
greatly to the revenues of the company. 

Mr. Villard states that the dividend on Nortb- 
ern Pacific will not be paid before Jan. 1. 

When asked if the boys were buying stock 
frecly, a broker said the “ buying now was being 
done by the old men.” 

Wall strect gossip has it that the people who 
are bulling Chicago & Omaha stocks believe thut

Osgood 
tells bis friends that his sole interest in the mar- 
ket ig in Lackawanna stock, of which he is be- 
lieved to be an immense holder. UOsgood made 
Sage a liberal bid for a call on 10,000 shares, but 
Sage refused to trade, Sam Sloan in auswer to 
a remark ot an acquaintance said that the Lack- 
awanna Company was earning 12 per vent, 
but be declined to advise anybody to 
cither buy or sell, as he couldn't be- 
grin to guess what speculation would ao with it. 
One of the very largest owners of Rock Isiand 
says this company hasasurpius on hand of 
$0,000,000. A Chicago dispatch says Vanderbilt 
isin favor ot abrogating the present contract 
between the Northwestern and Chicago & 
Omaha Company and the absorption of the lat- 
ter by the former, The Northwestern surplus 
will be distributed in some manser, 

The Wall Street Daily News says that while 
effort is being made by the Vanderbilt interest 
to depress the securities of the New York, St 
Louis & Chicago, its brokers are said to be quict- 
ly aceumulating stock, and that an offer at 
above the market price hus been made for the 
controlling interest, which is now if escrow, but 
that the owners are disinolined to gell.

JAPANESE FANS. 


Some Facts About Their Manufacture 
in Sau Francisco. 

Yesterday morning a representative of 
Tue TrmiBuNE was riding down townina 
street-car, and he noticed that several of his 
fellow-passengers were armed with Japanese 
fans. The hot days when these are accept- 
able have been few and far between this 
summer, and the sight of so many of them 
were unusual to the reporter, who began to 
put in his time in contemplating the startling 
illustrations which some of them bore. The 
fat man across the way was vigorously 
working a tan upon which was depicted a 
very short-waisted Celestial with blue hair 


and red eyes trying to escape from 
a number of valegated snakes. 
Beneath the icture was a tea-box 


inscription which probably stated that the 
man was a victim of delirium tremens. A 
woman who boarded the cars at Fourteenth 
street exhibited a fan bearing a very prett 
thing in animal life representing an impossi- 
ble frog teaching aclass of sawed-off frogs 
from a cabbage-leaf, Another fan carried 
by a man in front of the scribe bore a repre- 
sentation of a group of small Chinamen per- 
forming an operation which looked like the 
colored game of “craps.”’ The study of these 
fans and their curious designs aroused a 
curiosity in the powerful reportorial mind, 
and he wished to find out where these arti- 
cles Were manufactured and how much they 
were worth. 

After some search he struck a wholesale- 
house on Wabash avenue where these goods 
are imported and sold, and from a gentleman 
connected with the house he found out what 
he wahted to know. 

These fans,“ said the gentleman, “used 
to be manufactured solely in China and 
Japan, and had to be imported. Then they 
cost considerably more than they do now, as 
the cost of transportation was greater. They 
used to come in large fancy boxes like tea 
boxes, carefully packed in large lots. You 
did not see so many of them and they were 
not used so much for advertising.” 

* What has occasioned the reduction in 
prices?“ asked the reporter. 

Well, you see, the Chinamen and Japan- 
ese began to come to this country, making 
their headquarters in San Francisco, and 
there some of them started factories for the 
manufacture of these fans. ‘They imported 
the material in the rough from their old 
howes and made the fans up here much 
cheaper. The demand for the goods in- 
creased, and now they are plenty and are 
sold at from 20 to 30 cents per dozen.“ 

“Are they used much for advertising?“ 

„Oh. yes. Why a certain railroad compa- 
ny sent an agent to Japan to see if he could 
not get the initials of the company printed on 
all the fans manufactured in that country 
during one year, He made the factories 
there a fabulous offer, but they declined, 
Now the company has a San Francisco house 
do their work, and they give away a good 
atticle of fans. They are used extensively 
by advertisers, and are good advertising me- 
diuins, as they are preserved.“ 

* Tlow ara they made?“ 

Ahe wood Is. polished or Japanned bamboo, 
For the open fans sticks of hollow bamboo 
about two cet long are used. A little more 
than half the stick is split into fibres which 
are spread out, cut into the shape of the fan, 
and bound with fine strong twine. A heavier 
cross-piece is put through the handle to 
strengthen the fan, and the line paper, which 
has been printed in colored designs, is pasted 
over the framework. In the folding fans the 
same material is used und they are made on 
the plan of ordinary fulding fans. Most of 
the work on them is hand work, and Chinese 
labor is about as cheap as machine labor.“ 

The gentleman showed the reporter several 
samples of these fans, both in fine and coarse 
grades, and when he went away he was in 


reality “a Japanese young man.”

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The Passage of the Schooner Harvey 
Biescll Through the Welland Canal. 
In a letter to Tun TRIBUNE marine reporter 

Capt. Henry Brock, master of the schooner 
Harvey Bissell, teils of the passage of that vee- 
selthrough the Welland Canal on her recent 
trip with grain to Kingston. Capt. Brock also 
makes some suggestions which are of interest to 
masters whose vessels will nave occasion to use 
the canal. He writes: 

The schooner Harvey Bissell passed through 
the Weiland Canal after ligutering 6,000 bushels 
of her cargo of 4,000 bushels of wheat with 
very little trouble. She bandied as easily as any 
canal vessel, I met the most courtevus treat- 
ment from all the canal officials from one end of 
the canal to the other. The only inconvenience 
Thad was in bei obliged to rig in my jib- 
boom. whieh trouble can be avoided by those 
intending to pass through the canal by having a 
hinge put inthe cap of the jibboom and having 
a step cut on the bee] of the boom, which would 
enable the master or mate to top bis boom up 
on end, which fills the requirements of the canal 
regulations. All that is required by a vessel is 
say 120 fathoms of four anda half inch mapilla 
rope and about twenty-five fathoms of eight- 
inch rope for a snub, or they can use one end of 
their river tow-line, if good. With a little good 
judgment ana prudence any vessel can pass the 
Welland Canal 4 any trouble. The Bis- 
sell is now loaded with a cargo of 70 gross tons 
of hard coal bound for Toledo, 


The Schooner Barbarian Still on the 
Beach at Beaver Isiand, 

Very little has been heard from the schooner 
Barbarian since she went ashore last week at 
Beaver Island. Yesterday's Milwaukee Re- 
publican- Sentincl has the following, and it shows 
that a big mistake bas been made by some one:

DD BUT LITTLE TO IMPROVE THE COUNTRY. 
They take money outof it to spend in the 
East, and only leave in the Territory what 
they pay out for wages. The people seem to 
appreciate this fact, and some of them even 
talk of a heavy tax on non-resident culti- 
vators. The Northern Pacific Railroad must 
appreciate this state of affairs, for it only 
gets the freight on the grain, and fails to get 
the freight charges on merchbamlise which 
would, come into the country were these 
farms divided up into smaller patches 
and worked by resident owners who 
would tniprove their lands, build houses 
and granaries, and de a pat of 
a great thrifty population. l was 
told that the Northern Pacific has begun to 
discourage these large investments, apd now 
endeavors to place iis lands in «mail iots in 
the hands of actual settlers. The large bo- 
nanma farmers in Cass County have been 
successfnl chiefly beeause they have 4 
sorbed all the money usually spent in per- 
manent improvements, and have conducted 
their entetprises on the cheapest posible 
plan and without benefiting their neighbors. 
The party returned to Fargo in time for 
Supper aud another photographic operation. 
In the early morning we started on our trip 
due west across the Territory. We saw for 
mille upon mile long stretches of wheat, wit! 
smaller patches of drooping oats nearly 
ready tocut. There were a few patches of 
corn to be seen, and they looked much 
better than I had expected, for even 
the beastful Dakotians do not pretend 
that corn can ever become a staple. As we 
went west the cultivated lands became iewer, 
aithough at no place along the road from 
Fargo to Bismarck did we notice any total 
absence of cultivatem asl had been led tw 
expect. At Tower City the natives had their 
own peeullar doom in the shape of a cau 
of alleged mineral water which was dum ped 
aboard the car and proved to have unusual 
mineral qualities which seemed to fitit in a 
peculiar degree for washing windows. Va- 
ley City, Eckelson. and Sanborn were passed 
at a good gait, the country presenting notu- 
ing more novel than the broad fields of grain 
to which we had aiready become acc ustomed. 
We had been feet above the seaat Fargu. 
and beyond that the prairie was as level as 
the sea itself. We nuw began to strike 
rising ground until we reached a pwint 
ninety miles west of Fargo. when 
the monotouy ofthe flat surface was agrec- 
ably broken in upon and a delighttul pros 
pect was opened up to us. At Fargo we 
were on water which towed north and 
poured into the frigid deptus of the Arctic 
Ocean. Now we were running through the 
beautiful valley of the James Kiver, whose 
waters follow a‘tortucus southern course 
and mingle with the swollen current of the 

“ Big Muddy ” at Yankton. 
THE VIEW OF THE VALLEY 

from the railroad is a beautiful one. James 
town lies above the river, bestied on a sligit- 
ly rising shelf. Throughout the course of 
the river are green meadows, broad fields, 
gardens, and pastures of native hay. James- 
town is the model city of Dakota It is in 
the centre of a beautiful country, which has 
impressed me wonderfully. The river 
is not much of a stream, but the 
town is charming, active, and grow- 
ing. It is 1,400 feet above the sea. 
and possesses, apparently, a deiightful cli 
mate and unusual natural advantages. The 
faces of the surroundi Rills are covered 
with bowlders from whichthe people of “Jim- 
toun have succeeded in cutting stone of 
first-class quality. The river valley varies 
frym one to two miles in width, and in man; 
v it is fringed with elm, oak, and alder. 
The surface soil varies from twelve to four- 
teen inches in the valley and from sixteen to 
twenty-four inches on the uplands. Stut~ 
man County, in which the town is located, 
bas a deserved reputation as a centre for the 
growing of the important cereals, with pos 
sibilities in the way of fruits in the valleys. 
About W000 acres were cultivated last year, 
of which one-half was wheat, one-fourth in 
oats, and one-fifth in bariey and flax. The
